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Posing problems for Thatcher 

Britain pressurized 
to ait oil prices anew 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (R) — British North 
Sea oil prices are likely to succumb to the 
world oil glut again soon, oO industry sources 
said Friday, posing financial problems for 
Mrs. Margaret Thatcher's government as it 
shapes a new budget 

Major oil companies have told the state- 
owned British National Oil Corporation 
(BNOC), which sets British crude oQ prices, 
that at $35 a barrel North Sea oil is greatly 
over-priced in the current slump. SbeH and 
British Petroleum have asked BNOC to cons- 
ider a sharp reduction in prices, the second in 
a month, to bring British oQ back into line 
with world prices. Competitive high-quality 
crudes are available in the spot market for 
under $30. 

Mexico was forced Thursday to cut prices 
for its top-grade crude oil by $2 JO a barrel to 
$32.50 and by -$1.50 to $25 for heavy crude 
oO because customers baulked at paying its 
asking prices with so much cheaper oU avail- 
able. 

And with demand for its oil the lowest 
since 1 969, the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) is planning 
emergency talks next months to deal with the 
problem. Britain and Mexico are not mem- 
bers of the oil producers’ group. Industry 
sources said that oil company talks with 
BNOC are planned shortly, probably early 
next week. 

If, as expected, BNOC cuts prices, it would 
deal a blow to treasury revenue and Sir Geof- 
frey Howe, the chancellor of the exchequer, 
who is to announce his budget March 9. Mrs. 
Thatcher warned businessmen this week that 
hopes for a tax cut to revive the economy 
were being raised too high. 

She said recent price cuts on North Sea ofl 


had lowered government revenue and dimin- 
ished her g overnment’s room for maneuver. 
A. cut in the oil price of $150 a barrel was 
made by BNOC only two weeks ago. Specu- 
lation about an impending price cut helped 
push the pound Friday to its lowest level since 
last October when it fell to $1.8175 in foreign 
exchange trading. 

Although the oil companies would like to 
see North Sea prices shaved by three to four 
dollars a barrel, industry sources expressed 
doubts that they will get all that they want as 
BNOC must take into account the govern- 
ment's revenue problem. At $31 a barrel, for 
example, the British government would lose 
□early £1 billion ($1.8 billion) a year in reve- 
nue, hurting its plans to rein in its heavy borr- 
owing needs and ease pressure on interest 
rates. BNOCs decision will be watched clos- 
ely by the OPEC. 

Oil market analysts said the reduction by 
Mexico and the likelihood of a second cut by 
. Britain puts intense pressure on OPEC to cut 
its prices. Venezuela's energy and mines min- 
ister, Humberto Calderon Berti, said in Car- 
acas Thursday that OPECs position in the 
' world market had reached a critical stage and 
a meeting of the oil exporters was being pro- 
pared for the latter half of March. 

He said production by the 13 OPEC mem- 
bers has Mien to about 20 million barrels a 
day, the lowest in 13 years, and warned that 
OPEC unity could be threatened. The price 
for Saudi Arabian benchmark crude oD, on 
which other prices are aligned, is now $34 a 
barrel. But with top-quality Mexican crude 
selling for $32 JO and British prices on the 
way down, oil market analysts said that with- 
out a drastic production cutback by OPEC 
there was little chance that level could last 
much longer. 


IEA sees oil demand falling 


PARIS, Feb. 26 (AFP) — World crude oii 
demand could be “significantly” lower this 
year compared with 1981 and a downward 
spiral of oil prices remains a possibility, 
according to a report presented Friday to a 
meeting of the International Energy Agency 
(IEA). 

Sources at a session of the IEA governing 
board,' chaired by Ambassador Hiromichi 
Miyazaki, said the latest assessment of the oil 
market situation by IEA experts indicated a 
surprisingly quick decline in demand in the 
22 IEA member countries since the end of 
last vear. 

IEA demand could be as much as seven 
percent below year earlier levels in the past 


several -weeks, they, said, adding that this. 
pointed to afurther decline in woild demand - 
far the year as a whole after a five percent 
drop last year. 

According to the same sources, erode oil 
output by the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), estimated at 
22 million barrels a day ( mbd) in the last 
three months of 1981, might be down by 1 J 
mbd in the first quarter of this year. 

Conference sources said this explained 
pressure inside OPECfor further cuts in out- 
put. 

According to the same report, the weak- 
ness of import demand did not appear to have 
been caused by a higher than average draw- 
ing bn IEA stocks. 


Tanzanian plane hijacked 


NAIROBI, Kenya, Feb. 26 (AP) — A 
Tanzanian Airlines Boeing 737 jetliner was 
hijacked Friday evening on a flight from the 
Tanzanian town of Mwanza to Jeddah and 
landed here, according to control tower offi- 
cials. 

Control tower officials said 99 passengers 
were on board the plane. There was no word 
on the number of crew members aboard. 

The officials said the number of hijackers 
was not known but they were believed to be 
persons unhappy with the Tanzanian gover- 


nment of President Julius Nyerere. 

The drama began a few minutes after 
Kenyan Foreign Minister Robert Ouko 
arrived in Nairobi on a scheduled Kenya 
Airways flight from Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, 
where he had attended the Organization of 
African Unity council of ministers meeting. 

Ouko was still at the airport nearly four 
hours after the hijack drama began and was 
believed to be attempting to mediate with the 
hijackers to determine their demands. 
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UK. airport 
staff jailed 
for fraud 

LONDON. Feb. 26 ( AP) — The entire 
11 -man staff running a baggage deposit 
office at London’s Heathrow Airport 
were jailed Thursday for misappropriat- 
ing 24,000 pounds (nearly $44,000) from 
the airport and its customers. 

They stole up to 20 pounds ($36.60) 
each on every shift they worked for six 
months, said Prosecutor Peter Caton at 
Reading Crown- Court. 

He said the conspiracy came ro light 
when a man went to the office at Terminal 
3 to collect a relative's tombstone flown in 
from Pakistan. The man informed the 
state-run British Airports Authority that 
when be paid the 1 9 pounds ($34.77 (cha- 
rge, his receipt was not signed, no copy 
was kept and the money was not put in the 
cash drawer. 

The men admitted conspiracy to steal 
money and were jailed for between two 
and six months each. 

Police said one of the 1 1 said in a confe- 
ssion: "We work a few fiddles (thefts), we 
are all at it."

N.Korea ‘plotted’ 
to murder Chun 

SEOUL, Feb. 26 (R) — South Korean pol- 
ice Friday charged North Korea with having 
supplied operational funds in an alleged plot 
to assassinate South Korean President Chun 
Doo-Hwau. 

National Police Director General An 
Enng-Mo said: “In view of investigation resu- 
lts so far. It is regarded as certain that North 
Korea is behind the plot.” ^ 

' He was retelling to Thursday’s announce- 
ment by Canadian police that two Canadians 
had been arrested on charges of conspiracy to 
murder Chun during a visit to the Philippines. 
The two were identified as Charles Stephen 
Yanover, 36, and Alexander Michael Gerol, 
33, both of Toronto. 

Warrants were also issued for two other 
men, Canadian Nathan Israel Klegerman, 52. 
and Choi Jung-Hwa, 31 .a South Korean res- 
ident in Canada. 

The South Korea police chief said Choi 
now lived in North Korea after leaving Can- - 
ada to Europe when Canadian police began 
investigating the alleged assassination plot.

Bribery scandal hits Bonn 


BONN, West Germany, Feb. 26 (AP) — 
State prosecutors Friday said they had ope- 
ned an investigation against two of Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt's most senior ministers 
on suspicion of bribery. A statement from 
Bonn state prosecutors said it had opened an 
investigation against Economics Minister 
Otto Lambsdorff and Finance Minister Hans 
Matthoefer and other senior politicians and 
industrialists in connection with an illegal 
campaign funding scheme. 

Among the other people named in the inv- 
estigation were Schmidt's most senior chanc- 
ellor aide Manfred Lahnsiein, formerly Mat- 
tboefer’s state secretary and Ebcrhard Von 
Ynpwwisch, a leading industrialist who Thur- 
sday stepped down from the deputy chair- 
manship of the German industry association 
and renounced the chairmanship of the same 
group be was due to assume next year. 

The prosecutors said they also were invest- 
igating former Economics Minister Hans Fri- 
deriebs, who is now chairman of the nation's 
second largest bank, the Dresdner Bunk. 

Von Brauchitsch is deputy chairman of the 
giant Friedrich Flick concern based in Dusse- 
ldorf. His boss Friedrich Flick was also 
named in the investigation. 

Spokesmen for Matthoefer and Lambsdo- 
rff, who is currently in the United States, said 
the ministers were informed Wednesday of 
the pending investigation. 

Neither the ministers' spokesmen nor gov- 
ernment spokesmen would comment on the 
case other than to repear a government stat- 
ement of Thursday night that it was “ convin- 
ced the suspicions voiced (about bribery) 
would prove groundless. ” 

Matthoefer released a statement first made 
in December denying press reports he had 
accepted kickbacks from Flick. 

In Washington, an unidentified man who 
answered the telephone in Lambsdorff s 
hotel room refused comment when contacted 
by the Associated Press. 

The man hung up the telephone when 
asked to identify himself. 

•In Bouti, Ur. economics ministry spokes- 
man later released a statement from Lambs- 
dorff in which he said he knew of no circums- 
tances that could implicate him in bribery 
charges. 

Political sources said that if charges are 
brought against the two ministers, the scandal 
would seriously rock or perhaps topple 
Schmidt's increasingly shaky coalition gover- 
nment. 

“ I don’t know how the government is 
going to get out of this one. " Ernst-Dieler 
Lueg, a leading political reporter, said in a 
television commentary Thursday night. 

The nation's largest circulation newspaper 
Bdd had late Thursday released a report that 
the state prosecutors would investigate Matt- 
hoefer, Lambsdorff and Lahnstein on char- 
ges of bribery. 

The investigation against Matthoefer and 
Lambsdorff is part of a sweeping inquiry by

Bonn state prosecutors into about 700 cases 
of alleged tax evasion by individuals, corpo- 
rations and political parties suspected of mak- 
ing and receiving illegal campaign contribu-* 
tions. 

As reported in the West German press, the 




parties set up phoney charities to attract 
financial donations, then used the favored tax 
break granted charities to kick back the 
money to their parties. 

All three of the nation’s mass parties were 
named in the reports — Schmidt’s ruling 
Social Democrats, the junior partners in bis 
coalition government, the Free Democrats 
and the opposition conservatives, the Chris- 
tian Democrats. 

The press reports on the alleged campaign 
funds scandal also charged that political part- 
ies sometimes commissioned bogus work 
from industrial corporations, which then kic- 
ked back to the parties the funds the compan- 
ies had claimed on their taxes as expenses. 

Under West German election laws, politi- 
cal parties get most of their funds from mem- 
bership fees and a $ 1 .50 government payout 
for each vote garnered at the last federal elec- 
tion. 

Individuals are allowed to make campaign 
contributions, with around $ 790 deductible 
from tax returns, but this is a less favorable 
tax break than that granted to charities and 
corporations — hence the alleged swindling. 

The investigation against Matthoefer and 
Lambsdorff relates to the sale by Flick in 
1974 of billions of marks worth of shares in 
the Daimler Benz auto manufacturers. 

Some of the money was reinvested in a 
variety of companies, including the American 
chemicals concern W.R. Grace. Press reports 
allege that Flick paid no capital gains tax on 
the reinvestments on grounds Bonn authorit- 
ies decided they were made for the public 
good. 

Such a decision rests with state secretaries 
and. ministers in the finance and economic 
ministries in Bonn, and can also involve eco- 
nomics ministers in West Germany’s 1 1 sta- 
tes. 

'Hie former economics minister of North 
Rhine Westphalia Horst-Ludwig Rieraer and 
the economics miaister of the southwestern 
state of Baden-Wuerttemberg Rudolf Eberie . 
were also named in the investigation made 
public Friday. 

If charges ate filed against the two minist- 
ers, the West German parliament would for- 
mally have to lift their immunity from prose- 
cution. But a parliament spokesman denied 
the BUd report that prosecutors already had 
applied to lift the immunity of Matthoefer 
and Lambsdorff. 

Government spokesman Lothar Ruehl 
said it was unlikely Schmidt would suspend 
the ministers during the investigations. 

Political sources predicting grave consequ- 
ences for the Schmidt government if the mini- 
sters are charged, based their assessment on 
consideration both parties in the government 
coalition are involved. 

Matthoefer and Lahnstein are both Social 
Democrats, as is Schmidt. Lambsdorff is a 
Free Democrat who is treasurer of the party's 
North Rhine Westphalia branch and a major 
party fundraiser.

Jeddah municipality sets forth terms

J EDDAH, Feb. 26 — Jeddah Municipality 
has put forth several terms and conditions to 
ensure cleaning of the city according to the 
five-year contract under which the Arabian 
Cleaning Enterprise began operating early 
this week. 

Wahib Attar, head of the central cleaning 
and demolition authority, toldArabNews rhar 
these conditions will regulate relations betw- 
een the municipality and the company. 

Among the conditions is the provision that 
the company should not allow sub- 
contracting works in die activities covered in 
the contract. The company will not give par- 
tial and complete works to another contrac- 
tor like the administration of a project, main- 
tenance oroperation. However, the company 
can seek help from Saudi Arabian contract- 
ors after securing the municipality's consent 
and in works which do not directly affect 
cleaning activities. Attar said. 

The municipality has the right to cut off 20 
percent of the company's monthly fees in case 
the latter fails to honor terms of the contract. 
Such matters include failing to remove garb- 
age from streets and districts on an area of 
more than 1 0,000 sq. meters. Other monthly 
reductions ranging between three percent 
and four percent will be made if the company 
fails to clean more than 36 garbage boxes and 
10 containers; fails to remove garbage for 
more than 36 hours; if the company neglects 
to maintain public toilets and the municipal- 
ity's buildings for more than 24 hours; or fails 
to remove dead animals from the streets wit- 


hin 12 hours and dean and disinfect the pla- 
ces where the animals die. 

If offenses are repeated in one month, the 
percentage of reduction becomes 10 percent 
per month. And if such offenses are further 
repeated the reduction becomes 10 percent 
per year, and in this case the municipality has 
the right to withdraw the contract from the 
company, confiscate the guarantee and exe- 
cute the work at the company's expense. 

The company began its operations in a first 
phase which includes downtown, Ruwais and 
the central part. The city will be cleaned with 
modem machinery, with pumping of water 
from streets, maintenance of roads and colle- 
cting, burning and burying of garbage. The 
Arabian Cleaning Enterprise entered the 
contract with 3.000 workers and 650 vehi- 
cles. At a later stage, the company will also 
make use of the municipalities' fleet of clean- 
ing machineiy which now includes 400 vehi- 
cles. 

After the expiry of the contract, five years 
later, the municipality’ will own all the comp- 
any's machinery. The contract provides also 
for training municipal personnel on the clean- 
ing works by the company so as to enable the 
munidpality to assume the city's responsibili- 
ties once the contract expires. 

Following a preliminary survey of houses, 
the company has distributed 250,000 small 
garbage collection cans to each unit in down- 
town, Ruwais and the central parts, in addi- 
tion to the public buildings and the municipal- 
ity'^ buildings. Additional cans will be assig- 
ned to housing units after a comprehensive 
survey is conducted by the company. 
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The SRI .294 billion contract provides for 
the company to assume responsibilities of 
cleaning the city for the first time. The task 
was being carried by the municipality's cent- 
ral cleaning and demolition authority thro- 
ugh the 10 branch municipalities in Jeddah. 

The authority’s connection with the clean- 
ing company will be as a supervisor and eval- 
uator, to pursue the company’s activities and 
its abidance by the terms of the contract. 
Supervisors and inspectors will be appointed 
to all districts in the city to follow up the 
company's work and submit regular reports 
to Mayor Muhammad Saeed Farsi. 

The company's activities will include main- 
tenance of 391 kilometers of roads in various 
parts of Jeddah, including 25 kilometers outs- 
ide the urban borders of the city and. the 
unplanned zones. The 221 kilometers of road 
network on the Comiche, as far as its connec- 
tion to Makkah Road. Bani Malik and Prince 
Fahd Street, — also come under the respons- 
ibilities of the company. 

The contractor will also ensure automatic 
and manual cleaning of streets and pave- 
ments, determining pedestrian crossing poi- 
nts, maintaining flower pots and the 1 80 arti- 
stic structures in the city. The company will 
clean the 25 hospitals of Jeddah, also taking 
into consideration that the number may incr- 
ease in the future. 

The contract also provides cleaning of Jed- 
dah's 10 markets, including the fish, veget- 
ables and sheep markets. Garbage will be 
collected from shopping centers and worksh- 
ops which cover a total of 450,000 sq. meters. 
The rubble of construction works and junk 
cars are to be removed by the company which 
will also supply 10 cubic meter containers at 
buildings. The containers are to be lifted 
when MI, and returned on the same day, 
according to the contract's provisions. 

The municipality has stressed that the 
company refrain from introducing any adjus- 
tments on the contracts and that it should 
abide by the health conditions enforced by 
the Kingdom. The company will have to 
submit monthly reports on its works in regard 
to workers, machinery, garbage collection 
stations, incinerators and places where garb- 
age would be buried. It will also present a 
proposal on a working plan for the municipal- 
ity's approval three months before the plan 
would be enforced. 

Mayor Farsi has said recently that more 
than 90 percent of the vehicles, equipment, 
metal containers and consumer goods to be 
used by the company have been purchased 
from local sources in the Kingdom. 

The mast advanced garbage collection and 
disposal equipment has been bought in large 
quantities. The company will bury garbage in 
two sites, now under preparation according 
to sound hygienic rules. Three garbage incin- 
erators andtyansformation plants are to be- 
designed aha-built by the cdtttpahy - • ■

, The basic statute of the prize provides for 
the formation of a five -member committee, 
known as- the Steering Committee, which is 
entrusted with the task of realizing coordina- 
tion between the selection and nomination 
committees and also of suggesting any amen- 
dment to the statute. 

The prizes are awarded annually, but any 
prize can be withheld if they do not meet all 
the conditions required for (be award. The 
selection committee announces the names pf 
the winners two months before the presenta- 
tion ceremony, and then the winners are invi- 
ted to receive the prizes in a special function.

The 
statute provides that these members be scho- 
lars with eminent acti vity in the field of Isla- 
mic studies and sciences. In the case of this 
prize too, the decision is taken by a majority 
vote by the participating members. . 

The sphere of work for this prize includes 
all branches of Islamic sciences and, every 
year, the committee specifies the scope in 
which the prize wQl be awarded in the follow- 
ing year. Anyone who has carried out studies 
or research work for the general benefit of 
Muslims can be considered entitled to this 
prize, after the work has been assessed by the 
selection committee. The prize can be shared 
by more than one person and the nomination 
is made by international academic institu- 
tions, such as the universities; research cent- 
ers; language academies and similar institu- 
tions. 

In the case of the prize for Arabic litera- 
ture, it has a steering committee of nine 
members, two of them are selected from King 
Saud University, King Abdul Aziz University 
and Imam Muhammad ibn Saud Islamic Uni- 
versity. Three others are selected on the basis 
of their personal merits, in order to review 
the works of the nominees and to select the 
winner. 

Again, the members have to be reputed 
scholars with eminent activity in the field of 
Arabic language and literature and allied res- 
earch worts. The decision on selection is 
taken by a majority of vote of those present. 

The scope for this prize covers all branches 
of Arabic literature and, every year, the sele- 
ction committee specifies the sphere of wort - 
for the next year. Entitled to this prize is a 
person who has done an original work in the 
sphere determined by the committee, and his 
work enriches Arabic language and litera- 
ture, in accordance with the evaluation and 
decision of the selection committee. More 
than one person can share the prize, while 
nominations are made by international acad- 
emic institutions, such as the universities. 


research centers, language academies and 
similar bodies. 

Last year, the prize for service to Islam was 
awarded to -King Khaled. Before that, the 
prize was shared by Sheikh Abul Hassan 
Al-Nadwi of India and Dr. Muhammad Nas- 
ser of Indonesia. 

The prize for Islamic studies was awarded 
last year to an Egyptian scholar, Abdul Salam 
Haroon. In the previous year, the prize was 
given to Dr. Muhammad Mustafa Al-Azami 
of India. 

The prize for Arabic literature was won, in 
1980, by Dr. Ihsan Abbas of Palestine and 
Dr. Abdul Qader Al-Qot of Egypt. Last year, 
the prize was withheld since the works submi- 
tted were considered below the specified 
level. 

The King Faisal philanthropic foundation 
has instituted these- prizes on the basis of 
principles and values for which King Faisal 
had struggled throughout his life. It is no 
secret that the late King had made ceaseless 
struggle to keep aloft righteousness to safeg- 
uard the Islamic faith and the Muslim causes , 
throughout the world, and to realize unity i 
and solidarity among the Muslims of the ‘ 


world. 

After the declaration of these international 
prizes, it has been generally thought and beli- 
eved that these have filled a wide gap in the 
field of Arab, Islamic and humanitarian thin- 
king. These awards are quite different from 
other international prizes which are influ- 
enced by politics and party leanings. In fact, 
the K.F.1.P.S arc awarded on an objective 
basis, to please Almighty God and to revive 
the Islamic culture and heritage. 

The King Faisal philanthropic foundation 
was established in 1 976 with the aim of carry- 
ing out welfare programs for Muslims, it 
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undertakes educational and scientific activit- 
ies, besides welfare work for the Muslims. It 
helps in the building of mosques, schools, 
institutes, universities, Islamic centers, scien- 
tific research centers; in supplying technical 
expertise; in giving scholarships to students 
and research workers in various branches of 
knowledge and in giving Muslims the opport- 
unity of equipping themselves with knowle- 
dge and culture.

' Turkey detains top left-wing leaders 


TUNIS, Feb. 26 (Agencies) — Tunisia and 
Libya have agreed to make a fresh start on 
cooperation after some years of recurrent cri- 
ses in bilateral relations, it was officially sta- 
ted here Thursday night on the third day of a 
visit by Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi. 

A joint ministerial committee was prepar- 
ing a protocol *'to give concrete form to a 
desire to consolidate the common figure of 
the two countries", it was announced. 

Tunisia’s civil service minister, Mezri Che- 
kir. said the meetings, marked by "confiden- 
tiality and mutual regard." had reviewed 
cooperation possibilities in the fields of econ- 
omics. . industry, culture, education and social 
affairs. Regularization of the position of 
some 60.000 Tunisians working in Libya was 
raised, he said. 

Authoritative sources in Tunis said Friday 
that Qaddafi had returned a disputed agree- 
ment on merging the two countries signed m 
January 1974. 

Gulf oil analysts said in Bahrain Friday that 
the w ay now appeared open for a resumption 


of the stalled Organization of Arab Petrol- 
eum Exporting Countries (O APEC) ministe- 
rial talks. The ministers had sought an under- 
taking from Tripoli that it would not veto 
Tunisia’s application if the meeting were rec- 
onvened. They said a possible venue would 
be an Arab energy symposium which begins 
in Doha, Qatar, March 6 at which OAPEC is 
one of the organizers, although a later date 
might be more feasible. 

Tripoli had been at odds with Tunis over 
the limits of the Continental Shelf off the two 
countries and the exploitation of oilfields in 
southern Tunisia, Arab oil sources have said. 
On Wednesday the International Court of 
Justice in The Hague made what court sour- 
ces described as a compromise judgement 
which left the two countries' oil concessions 
unchanged. 

The oil analysts said differences still rema- 
ined, but news that the resolution of the mer- 
ger dispute had paved the way for better rela- 
tions between the two countries raised hopes 
that outstanding disputes could also be resol- 
ved. 


French court evicts 4 defendants 
as Bakhtiar murder bid case opens 


PARIS. Feb. 26 (AP) — Four of five men 
charged with attempting to assassinate for- 
mer* Iranian Premier Shahpour Bakhtiar 
were evicted from the court following inci- 
dents on the opening day of their trial Thurs- 
day. They said they would immediately start a 
hunger strike. 

The defendants are all charged with mur- 
der and attempted murder. A policeman and 
a neighbor of Bakhtiar were killed and others 
wounded in the July, 1980, attack on Bakht- 
iar’s apartment. He escaped injury. 

The first day of the trial, expected to last 
three weeks, started late after the defendants, 
two Iranians, two Lebanese and a Palestinian 
refused to dress. When they entered the 
court, they shouted slogans and attacked the 
United Stales, the Soviet Union. Israel and 
French President Francois Mitterrand. A 
fight ensued with the heavy police guard and 
the trial was suspended. When it resumed 
about Two hours late, Anis Naccache, the 
Lebanese who is the alleged leader of the 


commandos, tried to read a statement attack- 
ing French justice and explaining the reasons 
for the attack on Bakhtiar. - 

Judge Henri Boulard refused to allow Nac- 
cache to speak before the charges were read 
to the court and warned of the possibility of 
expulsion from the court. After a further 
one-hour break, Naccache again refused to 
hear the charges. 

The judge then expelled him from the 
court with another alleged member of the 
attack squad, Mehdi Nejab Tabrizi. 23. an 
Iranian, and two men who allegedly kept 
guard outside the building, SaJaheddine El 
Kaara, 25, a Lebanese, and Jawad Jenab, 25, 
an Iranian. 

The only defendant allowed to remain was 
Muhammad El Satari, 24, a Palestinian also 
said to have been in the attack squad. He -said 
he dissociated himself from the other defend- 
ants, adding: "1 am afraid of being murdered 
here or m prison. My lawyers could also fcQi 
me. Anyone could kill me with the blessings 
of the French secret services." 


NICOSIA, Feb. 26 (AP) — U.N. spe- 
cial envoy Olof Palme arrived in Tehran, 
Iran. Friday to renew his mediation efforts 
to end the war between Iran and Iraq, the 
official Iranian News Agency, Ima, repor- 
ted. 

IRNA (formerly Pars) said Palme, who 
is traveling as a special envoy of U.N. Sec- 
retary General Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
was received at Tehran's Mehrabad airp- 
ort by Iranian Foreign Ministry officials. 

Palme went to Tehran from Baghdad, 
the Iraqi capital, where the U.N. reported 
he had arrived last Wednesday on his fifth 
mediation mission since November 1980 
two months after the breakout of the war 
^ on Sept. 12,1980. 

China , Algeria 
air forces 
to cooperate 

PEKING, Feb. 26 (AFP) — China and 
Algeria will strengthen cooperation between 
the air forces of the two countries, the head of 
a visiting Algerian Air Force delegation said 
here Friday. 

Cora. Abdulli Hamid, quoted by the New 
China News Agency, said his talks with Chin- 
ese air force officials “have helped us find 
new ways to develop friendship and coopera- 
tion between the two air forces.” NCNA said 
the Algerian delegation left here at the end of 
a week-long visit during which its members 
toured the ancient capital of Xian, the south- 
western city of Chengdu and Shanghai. 

Com. Hamid also reportedly met Chinese 
Air Force Chief Gen. Zhang Tinfa, who is 
also a Communist' Party Politburo member. 

Reagan said planning 
to ban Libyan crude 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (R) — The 
Reagan administration wants to ban U.S. 
imports of Libyan oil and stop the sale of 
American oil production equipment to that 
country. The Washington Post said Friday. 

The newspaper quoted informed sources 
as saying the boycotts were expected to take 
effect within a month after discussions with 
U.S. oil companies, European allies and 
members of Congress. The State Department 
and the White House declined to comment 
on the report. 
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ISTANBUL, Feb, 26 (R) —Turkey's mffi- 
tary authorities detained or summoned about 
40 leaders, left-wing lawyers, intellectuals 
and journalists in an overnight swoop on their 
homes, relatives said Friday. 

The move appeared aimed against the 
Turkish section of the Helsinki-based World 
Peace Council, of which all those detained or 
s ummo ned were apparently membess, the 
relatives said. The council is a prominent 
pro-Soviet body. The swoop was carried out 
by soldiers around midnight in Ankara and 
Istanbul, relatives said. 

Those detained included retired Turkish 
diplomat Muhammad Dikerdem, head of the 
Turkish branch of the World Peace Council, 
they added. Military authorities made no 


immediate statement and it was not knnun 
whether charges had been laid. 

The detention^ were orcferecTby Istanbul's 
military prosecutor. Col. Suleyman TakkecL 
who is also prosecuting 52 trade union lead- 
ers now on trial in Istanbul. 

The relatives said it appeared those- who 
were at home at the time were taken away 
while those absent were ordered to report to 
military prisons as soon as possible. The chai- 
rman of the Istanbul Bar Association, Orhan 
Apaydin, who is defending the 52 onion men, 
was among those summoned because he was 
not in bis Istanbul borne at midnight when 
soldiers and police arrived, relatives said. 
Apaydin was expected to report to a military 
prison in Istanbul, the relatives added. 


Niyazi Dalyanci, well-known editor of the . 
independent Turkish News Agency (THA),-. 
and Ali Sirmen, columnist of the daily Cumh - 
uriyet, were taken from their Istanbul homes 
Thursday night, relatives said.

PALMA DE MAJO, Spain, (R) — King 
Hassan of Morocco left for home Friday after 
a surprise private visit during which he confe- 
rred with Spain's King Juan Carlos on bilat- 
eral relations and African issues, diplomatic 
sources said. Since the visit was private, no 
official agenda was set and no communiques 
were issued. 
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Habib’s visit was designed “ to set the time 
for the next Israeli aggression.” 

Anticipating an Israeli invasion, the U.N. 
Security Council agreed Thursday night to 
send an extra 1 ,000 United Nations troops to 
southern Lebanon to monitor the withdrawal 
of an Israeli invasion force. 

The accord, worked out in day-long private 
consultations, was approved by 13 votes to 
none. The Soviet Union and Poland abstai- 
ned. 

The U.N. already has 6,000 troops from 1 1 
nations in southern Lebanon. The peacekee- 
ping force; UNIF1L, was set up in 1 978 after 
the Israelis entered the area to strike at Pales- 
tinian positions. Under its mandate, it musf^ 
also help the Lebanese central government 
regain authority in the area. The Israeli confi- 
rmation that it plans to launch another big 
assault on Siithem Lebanon added urgency 
to Thursday ' night’s council action. 
Secretary rGeneral Javier Perez de Cuellar 
reported that the U.N. force was seriously 
over-extended. 


BEIRUT, Feb. 26 (R) — Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein has pledged that his country 
would fight for North Yemen whenever it 
needed help, the Iraqi News Agency repor- 
ted. 

President Hussein was addressing Thurs- 
day a group of Yemeni volunteers fighting 
alongside Iraq in the Gulf war with Iran dur- 
ing a visit to their camp with North Yemeni 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh. The Yemeni 
leader, who is on a tour which has already 
taken him to Oman, Kuwait, the United Arab 
Emirates, Bahrain and Jordan, arrived in 
Baghdad earlier from Amman for a visit due 
to last several days. 

The tour, during which the president is hav- 
ing talks on bilateral relations and means of 
ending inter- Arab disputes, wQl end with vis- 
its to Saudi Arabia and Qatar. President' 
Saleh, who said on arrival that North Yemen 
supported Iraq “with all our energies in conf- 
ronting threats,” told the troops the Iraqi 
armed forces were defending not only their 
country but the entire Arab nation. 


BEIRUT, Feb. 26 (AP) — An Israeli war 
prisoner was quoted Friday as saying his Pal- 
estinian captors treated Kim well. He recei- 
ved regular mail from his family in Israel. 

Corporal David Azziz Moncherie was spe- 
aking to the London-based Arabic language 
Lebanese magazine Al -Hawadtss. 

Al-Hawadess said its Beirut reporters and 
photographers conducted the interview last 
week in a “mountain hideout used as a pri- 
son" by al-Fateh, the largest of the eight Pal- 
estinian groups rfaat make up the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO). 

Moncherie, 30, was identified as an Iranian 
bom Jew who emigrated to Israel in 1 965. He 
was taken prisoner on July 19 during an Isra- 
eli landing attempt in southern Lebanon. 

An Israeli military spokesman at the time 
denied that an Israeli soldier was captured in 
the Zahrani raid and said Israel was asking 
the International Red Cross to investigate 
whether the captured man might be a former 
soldier who was discharged from the army 10 
years ago on psychological grounds. The spo- 
kesman said the man disappeared seven 
months before his capture by the Palestinians 
after telling his family he was flying to Gre- 


Al -Hawadess published what it described 
as a copy of Monchcrie’s identity card, which 
listed him as "Moii Morderchai Drury, alias 
David Moncherie. Brothers: Albert and 
Moshe. sisters: Fora and Shuta, mother: 
Mariam Rabbanc, address: JenisaIcm-8/I 1 
street, dale and place of birth: iy?2 in 
Golkaban-lran, military registration num- 
ber: 2141 85 1 - Carmel Brigade, date of emig- 
ration to Israel: 1 965, occupation: graduated 
of Kibbutx Nitzaim (transliterated from Ara- 
bic), G: corporal.”

rnational Red Cross representatives. 

He wore the fatigues of PLO commandos 
and was quoted as giving this account of how 
he was taken prisoner near the oil refinery 
center of Zahrani last July. 

He was also quoted as saying that only 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin can 
free him by agreeing to exchange him for a 
number of Palestinian commandos in Israeli 
jails. 


Shamir admits 
difficulties in 
peace process 

TEL AVIV. Feb. 26 (Agencies) — Israeli 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir is "sure 
that the peace process between Egypt and 
Israel will continue.” he said Thursday night. 
Speaking to reporters at Lod airport on his 
return from a four-day official visit to Egypt, 
Shamir acknowledged that there arc "difficu- 
lties ” but said he is "convinced that the Egy- 
ptians, as we ourselves, understand that the 
pursual of (he peace process is in their own 
interest." 

Shamir would not specify the date of Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak's trip to Israel 
next month. Bilateral negotiations had been 
fruitful, Shamir said, and announced that an 
Israeli academic center will be established in 
Cairo. Talks will continue March 10. when 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali 
arrives in Israel. Shamir said. 

The Israelis are anxious to make Muba- 
rak’s first visit as Egypt’s president a full- 
fledged state visit. The Egyptians arc more 
interested in low-key working sessions. Ali 
was quoted by the Maariv newspaper as tel- 
ling an Israeli journalist that Mubarak's visit 
w’ould have "no political significance." 
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POLISARIO RECOGNITION 


Eleven African countries have now withdrawn 
from the meeting of the Organization of African 
Unity in Addis Ababa. The withdrawals, which 
were led by Morocco, were in protest against allow- 
ing the Polisario Front to take part in the meeting, 
under the name of the Sahraoui Arab Democratic 
Republic. 

Anger at this recognition of the Polisario Front 
was intensified when it was learned that it was exte- 
nded unilaterally by the OALTs Secretariat, that 
neither rhe organization’s presidency nor the mem- 
bership as a whole was consulted before hand. 

This was a point emphasized by King Hassan of 
Morocco in his statement on the issue, who accused 
the secretariat of jeopardizing both the organiza- 
tion and its president through the move. He also 
said that the move strikes at the heart of the solution 
which the OAU had worked out for the Sahara 
dispute, which involved a referendum enabling the 
Sahraoui people to determine their own destiny. 
Morocco had accepted this, as well as the ceasefire 
which was to precede it. 

The extent of the opposition to the secretariat’s 
move has been such that President Moi of Kenya, 
who is the current OAU president, is expected to 
rescind the recognition, as a way of staving off the 
session’s complete collapse.

Swiss 

bank secrecy 
on trial

LUGANO — 

Countries concerned with taxation and foreign 
exchange control may complain about Swiss bank 
secrecy, but don’t do anything about it. However, 
that may be changing. A court in Rome has convic- 
ted a Swiss banker, Lionello Torti, manager of the 
Banca del Gottardo, in Lugano, of helping Italian 
citizens export capital illegally to Switzerland. 

Torti got a 14-month suspended prison sentence 
and was fined a total of about 100 million lire 
(about $90,000). The bank is going to appeal. The 
case has aroused excitement on both sides of the 
frontier. For the first time it looks as if the Italians 
are getting tough with the banking community of 
their neighbors in an effort to curb the continual 
drain of lire out of the country. 

Until now. they have limited themselves to trying 
to apprehend their own citizens at the frontier, cau- 
ght red-banded with more than the amount legally 
allowed to be exported. 

Torti was actually arrested in a Rome hotel, along 
with his chauffeur, Bruno Zappa. Both had been 
under surveillance for some time, on account of 
their frequent trips to Rome. Zappa, also charged, 
was acquitted. 

Torti claimed his trips to Rome were to consult 
Italian clients about investing money they already 
had on deposit with his bank. Banca del Gottardo, 
like the more than 30 others in Lugano, is believed 
to live very well off the proceeds of fiduciary and 
other services performed for clients in Italy. 

But the focus of interest of the affair, as both the 
Swiss and Italians are well aware, is Swiss bank 
secrecy. This, rather than any individual, is on trial. 
A Swiss banker is not supposed to reveal dealings 
involving a client's money, no matter where it came 
from, or how it got there. 

Some Swiss bankers take this very seriously. 
Another Swiss banker, Guido Corecco, the deputy 
manager of Bank Leu in Zurich, was also brought to 
trial in Italy. He took his stand on the secrecy issue, 
telling the court: “In my country it’s ironclad.” 

Be that as it may, Swiss bankers now know the 
risk they take if they go to meet clients in Italy who 
may have violated their own country's foreign exc- 
hange regulations. The risk is also increased for the 
clients who must now realize that the legendary- 
Swiss bank veil of secrecy can be penetrated. 

Official attitudes are hardening in France, too. 
Since Francois Mitterrand’s election, the authorit- 
ies there have been tightening their investigation of 
the illegal export of capital. Customs officers at 
Geneva and in other parts of French-speaking Swit- 
zerland. are being much more vigilant. 

This has spread alarm among French citizens who 
have bought holiday homes and other real estate in 
Switzerland clandestinely. Some of them are said to 
have removed their names from the doors of flats; 
stopped telephoning to and from them; and resor- 
ted ro communicating to the concierges in code. 

To add to their alarm,- the French authorities 
have invited to Paris Jean Ziegler, a Swiss Socialist 
member of parliament and a critic of many -of his- 
country’s institutions, including banking secrecy. 
Ziegler has been talking publicly of huge sums of 
French francs that are being regularly siphoned into 
Swiss banks in violation of French law. He says he 
will accept the invitation to Paris, where he is pre-

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Reagan brandishes small military stick in Central America

WASHINGTON — 

While U.S. President Ronald Reagan and other 
leaders of the administration have talked loudly 
about checking alleged Cuban-backed, Marxist 
insurgencies in Central America, they’ve so far bra- 
ndished a relatively small military stick. 

The top brass at the Pentagon wants to keep it 
that way. For one thing, defense planners are worr- 
ied that any intervention in the region could turn 
U.S. public opinion against the military at a time it 
seeks a big spending boost. 

Reagan, in his speech before the Organization of 
American States Wednesday on Central American 
policy, said that** we will do whatever is prudent and 
necessary to insure the peace and security of the 
Caribbean area.” If the United States failed to act, 
he said, “new Cubas will arise from the ruins of 
today's conflicts.” 

But, as in the past, he did not mention any specific 
military measures that might be taken to counter 
what he called the “Soviet-backed, Cuban- 
managed support for violent revolution in Central 
America.” Instead, the only flat statement he has 
made on that score was his comment a week ago 
that "there are no plans to send American combat 
troops into action any place in the world." 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig has publ- 
icly threatened to go to “the source,” meaning 
Cuba, to stop arms shipments to guerrillas in El 
Salvador. Presidential counselor Edwin Meese ID 


has said on at least one occasion that a naval block- 
ade has not been "precluded.” 

But it is known that the joint chiefs of staff beli- 
eve there is no viable military option for the United 
States in Central America and it is dear from pri- 
vate conversations that they want to avoid becom- 
ing enmeshed in a war there. Among other things, 
the chiefs are concerned that a perceived public 
consensus in favor of higher defense spending might 
be exploded if the United States sent armed forces 
into Central America. 

Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger, on a 
number of occasions, has indicated he shares the 
view of his military chiefs, although be has acknow- 
ledged that various contingency plans have been 
prepared for Reagan in line with the responsibilities 
of the Pentagon in such matters. But Weinberger 
stressed late last year that he believes "we’re well 
away, from the syndrome of drawing a line in the 
sand and saying, ‘thus far and no farther.” 

The Pentagon’s efforts so far have been concen- 
trated on upgrading the forces of El Salvador with 
equipment and training and on helping shore up 
other vulnerable nations in Latin America. For 
example, the Reagan administration has argued for 
its proposed sale of F-16 fighter planes to Venezu- 
ela as essential to meet a possible threat represen- 
ted by Soviet-built MiG-23 fighters in Cuba. 

The navy represents the principal U.S. military 
presence in the Caribbean basin. Navy leaders are 
not anxious to commit sizable fleet elements there 
on a regular basis because of demands in the Indian 


Ocean area, the Mediterranean -and the Far Bast. 
They claim the fleet is stretched thin and the Rea- 
gan administration’s big shipbuilding program will 
not bear fruit. 

Last fall, the Pentagon created a new U.S. milit- 
ary command for the Caribbean, placing it under a 
navy rear admiral at Key West, Florida some 144 
kms from Cuba. The new command so far is largely 
symbolic, having no permanently assigned forces. 

There has been increased attention paid to naval 
exercises in the Caribbean and the Gulf of Mexico 
for which Weinberger has noted about half of 
NATO’s oil supplies would be carried from U.S. 
gulf ports to Western Europe. 

About the time Reagan was speaking to the 
OAS, Admiral Harry D. Train H, supreme allied 
commander for the Atlantic, announced from his 
Norfolk, Virginia, headquarters a major NATO 
maritime exercise next March, the first such multi- 
nation maneuver to be held in the Gulf of Mexico. 
Although NATO navies have taken part in Carib- 
bean exercises in the past, most recently inOctober, 
the new maneuvers called “Safe Pass” are being 
regarded as having diplomatic-political importa- 
nce, as well as purely naval drills. 

Six NATO nations, including the United States, 
will contribute nearly 30 ships, about 80 planes and 
nearly 10,000 personnel. The countries include 
Belgium, Canada, West Germany, the Netherlands 
and Britain, along with the United States. Last 
November, the Pentagon announced that the first 
six-ship squadron of Hydrofoil missile ships will be 


stationed at Key West These ships, carrying guns 
and anti-ship Harpoon missiles, will provide, some 
U.S. muscle in the important straits of Florida sepa- 
rating the United States and Cuba. 

Under study is the rejuvenation of the Key West 
base which a decade ago was home for a destroyer 
squadron, a submarine squadron, air defense inter- 
ceptors and anti-aircraft missiles. However, offi- 
cials caution that it will take lots of money and time 
to dredge the Key West base harbor, which they 
said bas become silted, and to build and refurbish 
the necessary housing, maintenance and support 
structure for perhaps five destroyers. 

. These officials say the Cuban Navy, though still 
small, represents a growing blue-water threat to 
essential U.S. sea lanes in the area and that this 
threat must be countered. (AP) 



Arms sale to Taiwan strains U.S. -China ties

PEKING — 

Ten years after former U.S. President Richard 
Nixon opened the way to normalization of Sino- 
U.S. relations, the issue of U.S. arms sales to Tai- 
wan is straining ties between Peking and Washing- 
ton. Over the past two months, the proposed sales 
have brought the United States and China to what 
Chinese Vice-Foreign Minister Zhong Xidong has 
called "a crisis point.” 

Despite President Reagan's decision last January 
not to sell the Chinese Nationalist island advanced 
U.S. F-16 and F-5G combat aircraft, his plans to 
continue supplies of the F-5E, which Taiwan alre- 
ady bas, brought bowls of rage from China. Peking's 
indignation is based on the wording of the Sino- 
U.S. normalization of relations treaty in December, 
1978. 

This said both countries agreed that "the gover- 
nment of the People's Republic of Oiina is the sole 
legal government of China and Taiwan is a part of 
China.” The document said this reaffirmed the pri- 
nciples agreed on in the "Shanghai communique” 
issued during Nixon’s China visit, but the wonling 
in the document of Feb. 28. 1 972 was in fact ambig- 
uous over whether Peking was the sole legal gover- 
nment. 

The relevant section of the communique reads: 
“The United States acknowledges that all Chinese 
on both sides of the Taiwan Strait maintain there is 
but one China and that Taiwan is a part of China. 


The United States does not challenge this position.” 

• On the basis of the 1978 agreement, Peking has 
accused the U.S. of violation of its sovereignty by 
the continued sales. The issue remains the single 
most serious barrier to a relationship which since 
1972 has been nurtured by a succession of visiting 
U.S. presidents and senior officials to Peking and a 
growing two-way trade. 

Peking has threatened to downgrade relations 
with the U.S. if Washington sells advanced aims to 
Taiwan, as it did with the Netherlands after the 
Dutch government agreed to sell Taipei two subma- 
rines. However, this threat to the U.S. has always 
been vague and Zhong s statement, while saying 
China would not be moved on questions of princi- 
ple. also noted it had shown flexibility by agreeing 
to negotiate a solution. - 

Talks are now underway and though both sides 
have sworn to keep the contents secret U.S. Secre-' 
tary of State Alexander Haig has said negotiations 
are at a critical stage. 

The U.S. has itself always said the Taiwan ques- 
tion must be settled peacefully. Former President 
Carter said after restoration of Sino-U.S. diploma- 
tic relations in 1978, "The U.S. continues to have 
an interest in the peaceful resolution of the Taiwan 
issue and expects (it) will be settled peacefully by 
the Chinese themselves.” 

Peking said recently that it was “willing to negot- 
iate with the U.S. for an end to the sales within a 
time limit’* This was the first public mention that 
Peking would accept a deadline and implicitly reoo- 


gnized the sales would continue for the present, but 
press reports say the Chinese are believed to have 
pressed this point in talks with Washington. 

But Zhong’s stern words later were seen by dipl- 
omats as a counter to suggestions that China had 
made a major concession by this. On the contrary, 
they saw the offer of a deadline as an attempt to 
make Peking appear reasonable at Washington’s 
expense. 

Zhong himself said later that China felt it had 
shown great restraint and the U.S. would only have 
itself to blame if the carefully forged links between 
the two countries were damaged. 

Diplomatic sources note China has reserved its 
most vociferous attacks for right-wing elements in 
the United States who have been pressing Reagan 
to continue the arms sales. This showed China real- 
ized domestic issues also affected President Rea- 
gan’s handling of the situation, they said. 

Taiwan itself has made repeated pleas to the U.S. 
to supply the advanced jet fighters, quoting the 
Taiwan Relations Act. The act stipulates that Wash- 
ington will continue to supply selective defensive 
weapons which Taipei needs to safeguard its secur- 
ity* . 

China has. said Sino-U.S. trade may suffer oyer’ 
the dispute, but Vice -Foreign Trade Minister Liu 
Xiwen said China would abide by all agreements^ 
import U.& grain, which it needs. And in foe word? 
of one diplomat, foe fact that both Washington and 
Peking are still talking indicates.a mutual desire to

Marble Inlay 

Agra, home of the Taj Mahal, is a center of 
. -marble inlay work. In dozens of tiny worksh- 
ops, tucked away in the city's crowded roads 
and alleyways, craftsmen fashion plates and 
. boxes of creamy-grey marble, chased with 
floral designs in semi-precious stones. 

The age of the average craftsmen engaged 
in this work is young: beginning at the tender 
age of 8 or 9, a marble-working artisan conti- 
- nues to ply his trade until his early 20’s when 
he switches profession. The nature of the job 
— which includes shaping the tiny semi- 
precious stones on a wheel driven by a bam- 
boo rod — requires a delicate touch. Years on 
the wheel inflict a punishment on th worker’s 
hands which, it is said, w31 lead eventually to 
the loss of those hands or even die worker’s 
life if he continues at it too long. . 

Marble for the exquisite pieces manufactu- 
red at Agra Is quarried in nearby Rajasthan, 
at a place called Muxana, about 1 65 kilomet- 


ers away. Of the stones used m the inlay, 
however, only jade and mother of pearl are 
found abundantly in India. Lapis lazuli comes 
from Afghanistan; Iraq provides camel ia a 
and turquoise. Agate is shipped from Sri 
Lanka, green malachite from Zambia, and 
golden tiger’s eye from Kenya. Onyx comes 
from the depths of distant Belgium. 

The marble is stained an orange-pink 
before the work of incising floral patterns is 
begumThis makes it easier to see the patterns 
as they emerge. -After hollows are dripped 
out of the marble, bits of semi-precious stone 
— some no bigger than a stub of straw — are 
glued -in place. The plate is then rubbedwith 
emory arid the orange-pink stain washed off. 
Brassware 

The dty of Moradabad, between Lucknow 
and Delhi, is home to the enamel brassware 
■ for which the region is famous. Best known of 
this genre is an intricately patterned design 
colored red, white, blue, and gold called “chi- 
cken work.” It suggests the Herati pattern 
found in many Persian carpets leads one to 
speculate that the Moghul emperors of India, 
who maintained close cultural and political 
ties with the Safavid dynasty of Persia, might 
have imported certain decorative motifs emp- 
loyed by Afghani and Persian craftsmen. A 
black and gold, radially symmetric design, 
called "bidri work,” is found most often on 
wall plates. Another recurrent feature in this 
enamelware is the representation of a peac- 
ock whose gorgeous plummage offers ample 
scope to the artistic imagination of Indian 
artists. Besides fruit and nut bowls, Morada- 
bad also produces lamps and vases about 18 
inches in height with subtle green and gold 
enamel designs over the entire brass surface 
of these pieces.

Glassware 

. Ferozabad is the seat of a homelier but 
charming industry: the manufacture of glass 
bracelets. Designed to be worn by women, 
these diminutive rings of glass are termed 
“meena work" when more than one color is 
employed in their manufacture. Tiny notches 
and gold painting are the filial touches on 
these handsome ornaments. The 12-foot- 
high peacock screen at the Oberoi Intercont- 
inentaTsTaj Restaurant in Delhi is composed 
of similarly produced glass beads which offer 
viewers an idea of the splendid effect such 
humble objects can achieve when assembled 
by master craftsmen. 

Weaving 

The word “humble” can scarcely describe 
the brocaded silks produced in the ancient 
city of Varanasi. Although the art of weaving 
goes back literally for millenia in India, it was 
Muslim weavers located at this fabled junct- 
ure of the Ganges and Vanina Rivers who 
brought the art to its zenith. 

Again a cottage industry, Varanasi weav- 
ing is today carried out on a loom equipped 
with a cylinder of perforated cards. Develo- 
ped in France by Joseph Marie Jacquard in 
1805, this attachment is an automatic selec- 
tive shedding device — a sort of crafts precur- 
__ sor of the punchcards fed into a 20th century 
*" computer compiler. Like punchcards, the 
Jacquard attachment, operated by the wea- 
ver with a treadle, “tells” the loom what patt- 
ern is to be woven . Withtheaidof this device, 
weavers working in pairs take from two 
weeks to three months to produce the 0o ore- 
scent, gold-brocaded saris for wbich Varanasi 
has become world famous. 

Because of its cost, pure gold thread is 
rarely used in the day-to-day operation at 
most Varanasi ateliers. Instead, a gold- 
covered silk thread — 22 k is the best of the 
common qualities — is employed to work 
designs into the sOk which is transported from 
* Bangalore and north Bengal. Chemical dyes 
are used to give the sOk its lustrous, light- 
sensitive sheen. 

A less costly but equally venerable Varan- 
asi art is doth printing. Vegetable dyes are 
employed on cotton saris, stretched and pin- 
ned to worktables 6 meters long. A worker, 
wielding a wooden block press, impregnates 
it with dye of the desired color and works his 
way around the table, pressing the block aga- 
inst the cotton time and time again to make 
the border pattern with a canny accuracy. 
Steaming holds the colors fast; changing 
color requires a thorough washing in water 
and brushing of the printing block.

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Edgar Wallace’s books tranquilize; 
Germans applaud his 4 dream quality’

BONN— Like any Edgar Wallace charac- 
ter in a tight comer, Daniel Westennayr shu- 
iddered. He had just been asked where Wall- 
ace lived in London when he was writing The 
Squeaker. 

•‘Elgin Crescent?” Daniel ventured, Edgar 
Wallace fans watchmg the quiz on German 
TV a few nights ago gasped The peat panja- 
ndrum of thriller writers lived in broken- 
down Elgin Crescent early in his career when 
be was writing The Four Just Men l_ _ ... 

Daniel, who is 10 and had told the Munich 
studio audience that he had been reading 
Wallace “from an early age,” had thrown 
away his chance of winning the $4,000 Edgar 
Wallace jubilee jackpot. His rival, a housew- 
ife who knew the names of Wallace’s raceho- 
rses, walked away with the prize watched by 
thriller writer Penel-Ope Wallace who oblig- 
ingly chain-smoked cigarettes through her 
father’s long holder. 

Wallace died 50 years ago on Feb. 10, 
1932, and nowhere is the anniversary more 
devotedly commemorated than in West 
Germany. Goldmann Verlag of Munich has 
sold 40 mil/ion Wallace books since it secured 
' his contract in 1926. . 

At the end of January Goldmann dropped 
on the German public five million paperbacks 
of 82 Wallace thrillers in a limited jubilee 
edition at a dollar a copy. The books, in their 
bright red covers, are being displayed in large 
cardboard cartons under the famous photo- 
graph of the author which impressed his con- 
temporaries as tough and sophisticated but in 
winch we may now see a rad old nightbird 
bleared with cigarette smoke and sweet tea. 

Richard Horatio Edgar Wallace was the 
■ton of Polly Richards, an impoverished actr- 
ess who farmed him out when he was a few 
days.old to the family of a poter in London’s 
Billingsgate fish market. His mother’s tenous 
livelihood depended on her concealing from 
her benefactress, a successful domineering 
actress, that it was her spoiled actor son who 
was the father of the infant Edgar Wallace. 
The boy grew tip in the London streets, push- 
ing a nulk cart from door to door and selling 
newspapers at Ludgate Circus, near St Paul’s 
cathedral. 

When he discovered his true identity he 
was filled with resentment against the mother 
who deserted him. At the height of his succ- 
ess, Polly Richards, old and destitute, is said 
to have come to him for help and been coldly 
turned away. 

After serving in the army in South Africa, 
Wallace became a foreign correspondent for 
Reuters and then joined the London DaSy 
MaSL . . He wrote T7ie Four Just Men in 1905 
and v Sanders of the River six years later. 

’ ^ was not until the end of the Great War 
that his career really took off. For 12 years be 
turned out thriSersata hectic pace. A few like 
The Ringer became successful stage plays — 
George du Maurier produced it in Loudon 


and it became Der Hexer under Max Reinha- 
rdt in Berlin. Towards the end of his career 
Wallace was directing his own films. Success 
brought racehorses, Rolls-Royces, houses, 
servants, house parties — and debts. He mar- 
ried twice and had three children. 

“He was a good father,” says his daughter 
Penelope “and I was allowed to interrupt his 
work at any time.’’. . 

He grew fat oh sweet tea and haggard cm 
night work. The cigarettes never went out 
except when he was asleep or in the film 
studio. When he was 56, working feverishly 
in Hollywood to recoup his fortunes, he died 
suddenly of inflammation of the lung. 

Chiefly disappointing is the lack of authen- 
tic London atmosphere. While young Edgar 
was selling mflk be was too busy dreaming of 
escape into a golden future to take in his 
surroundings. The Thames wharves emerge 
vividly from the opening pages of The India 
Rubber Men, but elsewhere the London sce- 
nery is drab theatrical stock Then* i« not the 
smallest whiff of Billingsgate, and not even a 
real fog or a gas lamp shining on a wet pave- 
ment. 

What someone said about the absence aro- 
und President Nixon of the friends he had 
when his father kepta grocery store fits Wall- 
ace too: “He rose without a trace.” 

As a young man in South Africa Wallace 
was apparently already a reactionary whose 
opinions about the Boers made even the dic- 


hards blush. His list of untouchables included 
deviates the British working man. 

. But when he began mixing with the Lord 
Derbys and Roseberys be wasn’t good at des- 
cribing them either. His numerous peers and 
countesses are — like the pale well-born girls 
of impeccable purity who have fallen on hard 
times from which they are rescued by young 
heroes of a lower social station — figments of 
the same boyhood dream. 

It is this dream quality which is ultimately 
the charm of Edgar Wallace. Despite the obv- 
ious efforts to be modem his plots are comfo- 
rtably old-fashioned and Gothic and stee- 
ped in wish fulfilment. 

A number of them — The Blue Hand, The 
India Rubber Men, The Dead Eyes of Lon- 
don, The Frightened Lady — revolve around 
lost babies who grow up unaware that they 
are the heiresses to vast fortunes. Here Wall- 
ace was plainly staunching the wound of his 
own misbegottenness: The mothers are forc- 
ibly parted from the infants and suffer in their 
efforts to find them. 

Like Spaghetti Westerns elsewhere, a long 
series of Wuist Wallaces was turned out by 
German film studios in the 1960s with cele- 
brated actors like Klaus Kinski. Hardly a 
month now goes by without one of them app- 
earing as the late-night film oo TV to ease the 
pressure of the national anxiety. . 

It is impossible not to be tranquillized by 
Edgar Wallace.’

National problems tackled 

New development programs, goals 
reshape Asia’s agricultural image

LOS BANOS, Philippines (Depthuews) — 
Research is gradually reshaping the image of 
agriculture in Asia. This phenomenon began 
to take shape in the past two decades, particu- 
larly from 1965 to 1974 which has been dub- 
bed as “The Decade of Awakening” in rela- 
tion to the world-food poverty-population 
problem. 

Asia’s emerging agricultural moderniza- 
tion can be significantly attributed to Asia's 
development and strengthening of national 
agricultural research systems (NARS). 

From 1965 to 1974 period, many Asian 
countries, except India which acted much ear- 
lier, began setting up research mechanisms to 
solve their agricultural development probl- 
ems. Many had chalked up resounding succ- 
ess in this regard. 

Others were not similarly successful due to 
formidable constraints. But these countries 
are nevertheless optimistic that they can eve- 
ntually make their NARS a potent tool in the 
pursuit of their development goals. 

— The less.%uccesS!fi&V Hdtibrii'hSve’ reason* tb' 
be hopeful, stressed Director Joseph C. Mad- 
arnba of ttfe Phitfppine Goverriment-hosted 
Southeast Asian Regional Center for Gradu- 
ate Study and Research in Agriculture 
(SEARCA) based about 65 kilometers sout- 
heast of Manila. 

Dr. Madamba, who has been involved in 
efforts to develop and strengthen the NARS 
of several Asian countries, noted that India, 
Indonesia and South Korea have developed 
viable mechanisms for implementing 
national agricultural research and develop- 
ment programs. The Philippines, on the other 
hand, has one of the mechanisms for planning 
a national program. 

“In general," he said, “it is probably only 
in the Philippines, India and South Korea 
where research program planning has moved 


beyond the specific institution orientation to 
encompass a national perspective of gearing 
research to tackle national problems in agric- 
ultural development.” 

Recently, Indonesia and Bangladesh have 
taken steps to inject the national perspective 
into their research program planning. Howe- 
ver, in other Asian countries research plan- 
ning is essentially geared to a specific institu- 
tion's perspective. 

The Philippine experience is best appreci- 
ated when one considers that before 1972, 
agricultural research was not making a subst- 
antial impact on the economy despite large 
suras of government funds being spent annu- 
ally: that there was hardly any planning and 
coordination at the national level; that there 
was inefficient use and fragmentary distribu- 
tion of research resources; and that efforts 
were not directed to help solve national prob- 
lems. 

But the creation of the Philippine Council 
for Agriculture and Resources Research 
(PCARR) on November 10, 1972 ushered in 
..a new era in agriculture and resources resea- 
rch in the countiy. 

Over time, said Dr. Madamba who was 
” PCARR’s first director general, the Council 
has evolved a mechanism for planning, revi- 
ewing, monitoring and evaluating agriculture 
research programs. Moreover, there is now a 
methodical way of ranking priorities in the 
national research program as well as a system 
of allocating funds. 

Turning to the Indian experience. Dr. 
Madamba noted that for almost three deca- 
des, India's NARS was a mere coordinative 
mechanism. In 1965 the research institutions 
as well as programs of the agricultural univer- 
sities were placed under the Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research (ICAR).-Only then 
was a forward surge in India's agriculture 
realized. 

Today India has one of the strongest and 


most viable research systems in Asia. This is 
eloquently illustrated by India's transforma- 
tion from the "begging bowl of the world" 
into a “breadbasket of South Asia,” as indi- 
cated by a World Bank report that the coun- 
tiy has become an exporter of rice, wheat 
barley and other cereals. 

Notwithstanding the initial success so far 
attained by some Asian countries, much 
remains to be done before these research sys- 
tems could be welded into a potent instru- 
ment for national development. 

As it is, so many factors continue to impede 
agricultural growth in many Asian nations. 

Among these are the rapid population inc- 
rease: diminishing farmlands; diminishing 
productivityof farmlands: shortage of funds 
for research and highly trained agricultural 
manpower; lack of appropriate research and 
development facilities, appropriate 
documentation/information services, and 
enlightened rapport between the research 
community and government policy-makers; 
and wrong orientation of many agriculture 
programs. 

_ Be that as it may, efforts have not been 
wanting' to solve these problem^ Dr: Mada- 
mba emphasised. He added that the formida- 
bility of agricultural and rural development 
problems confronting Asian countries should 
not faze leaders and development workers. 

"The example set by India and the People’s 
Republic of China gives enough reasons to be 
hopeful,”he stressed." With their strong politi- 
cal will, these two most populous nations on 
earth have systematically tackled their probl- 
ems — problems which are also prevalent in 
other Asian countries." 

Moreover international, regional as well as 
bilateral assistance organizations have been 
established and have developed working 
relationships among themselves to serve A- 
sia’s development needs.

Project officer Felipe Gonzales said the 
terminal had to be changed mid-way through 
construction because the IATA had called 
for the floor area to be expanded to meet an 
expected increase in traffic in the next few 
years.

I’m prepared to surrender some of my favorite foods, if it is necessary 
for me to have a cholesterol under 300. 1 smoke only moderately and 
am only IS to 20 pounds overweight. I’d like to get at the cholesterol 
first. Do yon have my suggestions? — Mr. W. 

Dear Mr. W-‘ If you're really interested in prevention, you'll have 
to learn to go all the way. What I mean is that willingness to lower 
your cholesterol is commendable; but not your apparent unconcern 
about your weight and smoking. 

High cholesterol isn't the GREATEST danger to the heart. In fact, 
we aren’ t certain that it is tied indirectly with heart attacks. There ate 
other factors that may be more important. 

Hypertension is one. How high is your pressure, Mr. W.? I person- 
ally believe that smoking is perhaps the greatest enemy of the heart 
than all the rest. Yet who is to say that obesity and hypertension may 
not even be greater threats than smoking itself? 

Keep remembering that it isn’t the cholesterol level alone that's 
Important. Think of the package: obesity, hypertension smoking, 
high levels of-cholesterol and triglycerides, possible diabetes, abnor- 
mal tension. 

ToSmmy like yourself, Mr. W., are willing to prevent one or two 

- parts of the packagefrom threatening the heart. For example, giving 
\up drinking but continue to smoke; treat their hypertension but 


ence of other people. They accept a cigarette 
with an ingratiating smile. Then there are the 
occasional smokers who don't smoke until 
they are convinced that they should smoke 
now. The disciplined smokers, who exert a lot 
of self-control over their smoking. They 
won't normally smoke unless it is their time to 
smoke.

Whenever a person is about to 
light his cigarette, he is pleasantly surprised 
to see a light held under his moustache. Of 
course, courtesy demands that the good 
manners shown by the one should be recipro- 
cated by the other. There seems to be no 
escape from the cigarette-offering situation. 

Most annoying to the genuine, dedicated 
smoker is the person who can’t really stop 
smoking, but is "trying to give it up.” He 
unabashedly asks for a cigarette, not as a 
favor but as a matter of right. It would seem 
that by accepting a cigarette he is conferring a 
privilege on the giver. Many people consider 
that the mere act of smoking by itself gives 
distinction to them and imposes some sort of 
comradeship upon other smokers. 

Other unwelcome smokers are those 
whose smoking depends upon the sweet will 
of their wives. When their cigarette money is 
drastically cut, they approach another smo- 
ker with a shame-faced smile,' "My wife, 
er..er .. you see ... he! he!” Taking pity you 
offer a cigarette. 

Man is fated by nature to chase the elusive 
goal of matrimonial bliss forever.

Inclinator comforts patients

LONDON — Although paiiems today are 
being kept in bed for shorter and shorter 
periods, and the aim of modem treatment is 
to get them up and about as quickly as poss- 
ible, there are stiU many people who have to 
spend long spells in bed. 

For them the ability to sit up comfortably in 
the bed is a major boon. And rh at is usually 
achieved by the use of a bed-test Bui this 
involves all the trouble of lifting the patient 
up to put the rest in position* andthen arrang- 
ing the pillows to make him comfortable. 

All this has been simplified with the intro- 
duction of a mattress inclinator, which allows 
the user to sit or recline in bed at varying 
angles, and totally unaided. The portable unit 
consists of an inflatable heavy duty special 
purpose air container, positioned between 
rigid supports. A flexible air-hose is connec- 
ted to its own small compressorunit^ which is 
then connected to a source of electric . The 
unit is activated through a rotary slide switch, 
connected to the compressor unit through a 
three-core cable to a DIN socket. 

This switch can be operated to meet the 
user’s requirements by giving an infinitely 
J i%riaWe number of positions between prone 


and upright. The operation is through a "joy- 
stick”, which makes control extremely easy 
for those with crippled or weak fingers or 
hands. In addition, the hand switch includes a 
press button to sound a buzzer if the user 
needs attention.

U.S. hesitant to discuss arms cut

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP) — The 
Reagan administration made clear Thursday 
that despite Soviet complaints of needless 
delay the United States win not enter strate- 
gic arms reduction talks before the time is 
right. 

Soviet President Leonid I. Brezhnev called 
on Wednesday for a quick resumption of 
U.S.-Soviet talks on limiting strategic, chem- 
ical and conventional arms and said the Sov- 
iet Union is ready to reach agreement in all 
three fields. 

But Dean Fischer, the State's Depart- 
ment's chief spokesman, dismissed the Brez- 
hnev proposal as “propaganda" and “a com- 


pendium of standard Soviet position on arms 
control issues." 

“As we have said many limes before the 
test of the Soviets' claims that they are seri- 
ously interested in effective and verifiable 
arms control agreements will be in their app- 
roach to negotiations and not in propaga- 
nda," said Fischer. 

And he said the U.S. position on the resu- 
mption of strategic arms control talks 
remains unchanged. 

“We will approach strategic arms talks ser- 
iously when they begin," Fischer said. “This 
means that it is a political fact of life that 
U.S.-Soviet arms negotiations cannot be tot- 


American officials disagree 
on planned sea -power hike 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 26 (AP) — U.S. 
Navy Secretary John Lehman said the naval 
service's chief uniformed officer differed 
Thursday as to whether the planned big incr- 
ease in American sea power would mean the 
Soviet Navy would pose no serious threat to 
the United States. 

At a hearing by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, Sen. John Warner, 
Republican -Virginia, who held Lehman's job 
during the Nixon administration, took note of 
the secretary's assertion that the 15-aircraft 
carrier, 600-ship Navy by 1989 would ensure 
the United States of maritime supremacy. 

But, he asked, “what makes you think the 
Soviets are going to standstill and let the Uni- 
ted States achieve that supremacy?" 


Lehman replied that the United States did 
not seek a numerical advantage in ships over 
the Soviet fleet, which he said has numbered 
1.700 vessels of various types for some time. 
The active U.S. fleet now stands at about 450 
craft, including 12 carriers. 


instead, he said, “the measure of superior- . 
ity is whether we can carry out our vital marit- 
ime tasks, and that is to prevail against their 
threat in only our vital areas, and we can do 
that with a 600-ship Navy even if they had an 
1,800-or 2.400-ship Navy.” 

In fact. Lehman said, he hoped the Soviets 
did feel the need to divert defense funds to 


increasing the size of their fleet. “...What 
could be more stabilizing than to force them 
to reorder their resources away from an offe- 
nsive nuclear first-strike capability into build- 
ing more naval ships; to take resources away 
from supporting very extensive operations in 
Cuba and through the Third World and the 
destabilization efforts they are doing." he 
said. 

The “marginal return on that investment in 
increasing the threat to us is small if we have a 
sufficiently sized force," he added. 

But when Sen. Sam Nunn, Democrat- 
Georgia, later asked Adm. Thomas B. Hay- 
ward whether he agreed, the chief of naval 
operations replied: “I can’t accept the thesis 
that if we get 15 (carrier) battle groups the 
Soviets can have all they want and it makes no 
difference to me. I have never reported that 
to the secretary of defense, the other chiefs 
(of staff) never have and I couldn't support 
that kind of prudent risk.” 

Sen. Carl Levin, Democrat-Michigan, 
noted that the Soviets have not been restrai- 
ned thus far in occupying Afghanistan, creat- 
ing a naval presence in the western Pacific 
and building up forces in Central Europe 
while at the same time undertaking an expen- 
sive armaments program. 

“What makes you think they won’t use 
even more of their national resources,” Leviri 
asked.

charged with attempting to assassinate Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan on March 30, 1981. 

The appeal court ruling Thursday, which 
overturned a decision by a federal judge earl- 
ier in the day to set the trial for March 9, was 
to allow the prosecution to seek a review of 
two earlier rulings which prevented use of 
documents and statements allgedly obtained 
by unlawful methods. 

The president was wounded in the attack 
outside a Washington hotel, as were his press 
spokesman, James Brady, a policeman and a 
secret service agent. Hidckley is expected to 
plead temporary insanity.

Indians, U.S. says 




WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (R) — The Uni- 
ted States has evidence that Nicaraguan tro- 
ops have killed many of the country’s Miskito 
Indians and burned their villages, President 
Reagan's human rights adviser said. 

Assistant Secretary of State Elliott Abr- 
ams said Thursday there had also been char- 
ges that badly injured Indians were buried 
alive. 

“ We have dear evidence that Miskito vill- 
ages have been burned and many men, 
women and children killed, " he told a Senate 
Foreign Relations Sub-committee. 

“ The Sandinistas have viciously attacked 
these Indian tribes, killing many. Dozens of 
villages have been destroyed and thhousands 
of the Indians have been uprooted and forc- 
ibly driven to other parts of the country, ” he 
said. 

“ There are allegations that Sandinista sold- * 
iers buried alive badly injured Indians," be 
said at another point. Abrams said the evi- 
' cfence wis gathered % U.S.'-Embassy 'staff, 
primarily from interviews with Indian refug- 
ees who fled across the border into Hondu- 
ras, and from missionaries. 




LONDON. Feb. 26 (AP) — The London 1 
Times board of directors Thursday unanim- 
ously backed publisher Rupert Murdoch's 
demand to lay off nearly one-fourth of the 
newspapers' workers, the company said. 

But officials gave no indication of whether 
the board would support Murdoch’s controv- 
ersial move to transfer the titles of the Times 
and its sister newspaper, The Sunday Times , 
to his parent company. 

A company statement said the newspapers’ 
12-member board unanimously supported 
“steps taken by Murdoch and management to 
resolve the Times group's industrial probl- 
ems." 

Murdoch has said he would dose the news- 
papers unless unions agree to cut 600 of the 
current 2,600 jobs to reduce losses running at 
15 million pounds ($27.4 million) a year. 

Murdoch wants to transfer the newspapers 
titles to his parent company. News Interna- 
tional Ltd., a move the papers' former editor 
has said is an attempt to suspend publication 
and then reopen with a slimmed-down staff. 

The company statement made no specific 
mention of the proposed title change but said 
“consideration of all other matters” was def- 
erred until the manning issue was resolved. 

The board includes five independent direc- 
tors appointed by the government when 
Murdoch bought the newspapers in February 
1981. Their appointment was intended to 
guarantee continued editorial independence 
of the prestigious newspapers. 

Arthur Brittendeo, director of corporate 
relations of News International Ltd., told 
reporters earlier the titles would not be trans- 
ferred to the parent company without the 
approval of the independent directors.

Soviet circus chief arrested 


A university professor who visited Nicara- 
gua last month said the government acknowl- 
edged relocating more than 8,500 Indians to 
break up resistance, but he said it denied that 
any were killed. 

The professor. Dr. William Leogrande, 
director of political science at the American 
University in Washington, told the hearing 
there had been rumors of massacres and atro- 
cities in Nicaragua. 

He said that 400 Indians were arrested and 
some had confessed that the ultimate aim of 
the resistance was to create an independent 
Miskito nation and appeal for foreign help 
against the Nicaraguan government 


MOSCOW, Feb. 26 (AP) — Moscow pol- 
ice have arrested the chief of the National 
Circus Directorate and sealed his office door 
in a bribery scandal involving hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in diamonds, qtherjprec- 
ious gems and Western currency, Soviet , and 
Western sources said Friday. . 

Secretaries in adjacentoffices said Anatoly 
Kolevatov, the circus director general, had 
suffered a heart attack, but the Soviet and 
Western sources in Moscow said he was arre- 
sted earlier this month. 

Those sources said police had discovered 
valuables amounting to nearly one miUion- 
doDars in Kolevatov’s apartment after the 
Feb. 17 arrest. 

Kolevatov was said to have been a close 
friend of Soviet President Leonid I. Brezh- 
nev’s daughter, Galina. She evidently bec- 
ame acquainted with Kolevatov through her 
first two husbands, both circus performers. 

Kolevatov had final say in granting appro- 
val for performers to travel abroad, a privil- 
ege which gives Soviet citizens access to othe- 


rwise unavailable foreign currency and cons- 
umer goods. 

Soviet sources also reported the recent arr- 
est of a circus folk dancer known as Boris the 
fctypsy. He also was reportedly a dose friend 
t>f Brezhnev’s daughter, 53. who is -saici^o - 
\jiare her father’s taste for e^nsiveWeste'rn 
consumer goods. - 

Soviet sources said police confiscated valu- 
able antique art objects from Boris the 
Gypsy's home after his arrest late January. 

The evident bribery scandal in the highest 
levels of the prestigious Soviet big top comes 
amidst an acknowledged crackdown in the 
Soviet Union on economic crimes such as 
bribery and black marketeering. 

Soviet sources said Kolevatov allowed cir- 
cus performers. to travel abroad with their 
troupe if they promised to return with preci- 
ous stones or metals for him. 

Kolevatov’s four deputies were meeting 
with top Culture Ministry officials Friday, 
secretaries said, as word of the scandal begin 
reaching Western correspondents. 


MOSCOW. Feb. 26" (R) — The Soviet 
Union is lagging behind in its ambitious nucl- 
ear energy program and atomic plants have 
been hit by shoddy engineering works, the 
Communist Party newspaperPrawte compla- 
ined Friday. 

A front-page editorial blamed the failures 
on poor management by the Ministry of 
Power and Electrification, bad design, subst- 
andard wor kmanshi p and inadequate scienti- 
fic back-up. 

It said the government and Communist 
Party had approved a decree aimed at increa- 


sing the pace ofxonstnmtibri, but gave no 
details. Threemajonnew^jiahtChi tffi south- 
ern ^Ukraine and near the Russian cities of 
Smolensk and Kursk failed to go into produc- 
tion on time last year, Pravda added.

Disgrace haunts U.K. war veterans extradition of 
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NAIROBI, Feb. 26 (R) — Some 90 pers- 
ons have been killed during army search 
operations following the mortar attack on 
Kampala's, main barracks by anti- 
government guerrillas Tuesday, medical sou- 
rces reported from the Ugandan capital Fri- 
day. 

Contacted by telephone from Nairobi, the 
sources said many of those killed were found 
in Namanve forest, which gained notoriety as 
a dumping ground for corpses during the 
eight-year reign of Idi Amin. “With very few 
exceptions, those found in the forest had bul- 
let botes' in the back of the neck,'* one source 
reported. He declined to be named and 
would not say how many of tbe dead were 
civilians. 

Other Kampala residents have also spoken 
of excesses by the army in their search and 
one Ugandan professional working for a 
state-run organization alleged to Reuters 
that there bad been killings and looting. On 
Tuesday, some 300 heavily-armed guerrillas 
slipped in to Kampala, set up mortar positions 
around Lubiri barracks near array headquar- 
ters, and lobbed mortar shells into the sprawl- 

Top Chinese officials 
face anti-graft swoop 

PEKING, Feb. 26 (R) — A much- 
publicized anti-corruption -drive in China 
could spread to implicate high-ranking offi- 
cials, the newspaper China Daily said Friday. 

So far only officials and Communist Party 
members at county and the slightly higher 
prefecture level had been named, the paper 
said in a commentary. “ It would not be surpr- 
ising if some cases implicating higher-ranking 
officials come to light,” it added, without ela- 
borating. 

Chiense media have insisted that nobody 
will be spared, however high his rank, in the 
crackdown which is aimed at improving the 
tarnished image of Chinese officialdom. The 
China Daily said one reason for corruption 
was China’s policy of opening up to the West, 
which it described as a. “double-edged 
blade." 

On the one hand it helped China's modern- 
ization, but the sudden influx of foreign luxu- 
ries was a “strong incentive to mercenary 
practices,” it said.

The Ugandan official accompanying the 
diplomats, CapL John Upor, a member i&f 
parliament, said the army bad fired back with 
recofliess rifles after the mortar attack, beat- 
ing back the guerrillas. 

Third World diplomats in Kampala descri- 
bed the raid, the biggest since organized 
anti-government operations began . a year 
ago, as an acute political embarrassment for 
the government of Dr. Milton Obote. His 
administration has consistently dismissed 
anti-government forces as mere bandits and 
terrorists, totally without popular support 

Die Uganda Freedom Movement (UFM), 
which claimed responsibility for tbe attack, 
has said the fact. that such a large group of 
men could operate freely enough to shell the 
main barracks proved that it had local back- 
ing. 

The guerrillas melted into the lush countr- 
yside after the raid and dispersed toward the 
former .capital of Entebbe on the shore of 
Lake Victoria.Although life in Kampala swi- 
ftly returned to normal after the fighting, with 
shops and government offices operating as 
usual. Third World diplomats described the 
attack as a major setback to efforts to rebuild 
a country shattered by Amin’s regime and the 
bloody campaign to oust him. 

The diplomats said the guerrilla operation 
was also likely to have an adverse effect on 
efforts to make a disciplined, professional 
army outof what they called “the gunmen in 
uniform" who helped overthrow Amin. 

Much of the violence which has shaken 
Uganda since his departure has been ascribed 
to the army and security forces. Leaders of 
the opposition Democratic Party have said 
the army tends to overreact to guerrilla oper- 
ations, often resorting to indiscriminate repr- 
isals. 
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LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP) — British 8th 
army veterans who turned defeat into vic- 
tory at Alamein in World War H, wept Thu- 
rsday night before televirion viewers as they 
recalled being charged with mutiny after 
invading Italy nearly 40 years ago. “We felt 
let down, disheartened. There was no fight 
left in us,” said former SGT. Wally Innes, 
who was sentenced to death. 

The little-known incident, in which 191 
men refused to march to the front at Salerno 
beachhead on Sept. 20, 1 943, was resurrec- 
ted by the British Broadcasting Corp. for its 
historical series, “Forty Minutes.” 

Survivors of the largest British army 
court- martial in this century, said bad offic- 
ering and incompetent administration cau- 
sed the disobeying of orders, which army 
prosecutors decided to call mutiny. Privates 
were sentenced to seven years in prison, 
corporals to 10 years and three sergeants to 
death. by firing squad. 

-Although afi the sentences were later 
suspended, the men were sent to battle and 
given suicidal roles and got the impression 
tbe authorities wanted them killed in action. 
Many were killed. Those who deserted were 
arrested and sat out tbe war in jail. Families 
shack home were denied allowances due to 


them and campaign medals and bravery 
awards won earlier were never given. 

The Ministry of Defense says it will not 
open the files for 75 years after the event, to 
“protect the men and their families.” Alan 
Patient, who produced the film, said: "The 
truth about apparent official blunders will 
not be admitted by the Defense Ministry 
before everyone concerned is dead.” 

The BBC took Innes and two other survi- 
vors, John McFarlane and Hugh Fraser, 
back to the field at Salemo where they ref- 
used their orders. They recalled being pla- 
ced in a prisoner-of-war ‘■cage" next to 
German prisoners, who shouted at them, 
“British cowards.” 

One veteran said he got a German- spea- 
ker to yell back: “We're the same cowards 
who chased you 3.000 miles (4,800 kms) 
from Alamein and half-way through Sic- 
ily” 

The fierce regimental and unit loyalty of 
the British Army lay at the heart of the 
mutiny. The men belonged to Highland and 
Durham regiments. They were all recover- 
ing at a transit camp in Tripoli, Libya, from 
wounds received in the Sicily campaign, 
when they volunteered to rejoin their units 
in the invasion of Italy. 


Only at sea were they told they were 
going as reinforcements to the battle of Sal- 
emo, not back to their own units. The origi- 
nal order was misrouted for some reason 
never explained: it should have gone to 
other troops at Philippeville in Algeria, 
about 450 miles (724 kms) from Tripoli. 

The survivors said that because of their 
training they could not imagine going into 
battle with their lives dependent on stran- 
gers at their side. Cut oft from their units, 
they went on strike — and paid a penalty 
that still haunts them. 

Tainted with cowardice, Innes said the 
whispers have never ceased — “see him, he 
was sentenced to death," he hears to this 
day when he walks into a restaurant. 

McFarlane' s military medal for courage 
was taken from him and his wife and child- 
ren were penniless. McFarlane wept as he 
said: “That’s all the thanks I got from the 
British Army... The persecution of my fam- 
ily... It was as bad as the Germans. They 
broke me.”

Newport princess testifies against stepfather 


NEWPORT, Rhode Island, Feb. 26 (R) — 
The prosecution rested its case Thursday aga- 
inst socialite Oaus von Billow at his trial on 
charges of trying to murder his heiress wife 
with insulin injections. 

On tbe 19th day of the prosecution's case, 
the jury in the high society trial earlier heard 
testimony from Martha von Buloa's daugh- 
ter, Princess Annie-Laurie (Ala) Kneissl, 
saying that her mother discussed the possibil- 
ity of divorcing Von Bulow and that the mot- 
her feared he was heading toward a nervous 
breakdown. 

’ The defense must now decide whether to 
put Von Bulow on the witness stand to def- 
end himself. Princess Ala, crying occasionally 
and biting her lip. described the “wonderful 
mother' who now lies in a permanent coma 
in a New York hospital 

Von Bulow, 55, accused of attempting to 
murder his wife by injecting her with insulin, 
blushed deeply and stared down at his notes 
as tbe stepdaughter he raised for 14 years 
testified against him. 


It was an investigation investigated by Pri- 
ncess Ala, 23, and her brother. Prince Alex 
von Auersperg, 22. which put Von Bulow in 
court. AJex has already testified in the 
month-old trial. 

Ala said Thursday she and her mother dis- 
cussed divorce months before the mother's 
brief coma of December 1 979.

Rat explosion 
hits Sao Paulo 

SAO PAULO, Feb. 26 (AFP)— There are 
10 rats for every one of the 8.5 million inhabi- 
tants of Sao Paulo, the economic capital of 
Latin America. Recent statistics published by 
the city authorities put the number of rats at 
85 million. The number of rats per person 
went up from six to 10 during the past three 
years, the figures showed. 

Since the beginning of the year, there have 
been 26 cases of rat-borne disease, four of 
them fatal. For the whole of last year, the 
number of cases was 3 1 . The authorities said 
the rats normally stayed underground but 
because of flooding the y had come to surface 
and overrun certain districts. The situation 
was regarded as potentially dangerous and a 
meeting was held recently between the vari- 
ous city departments to plan more effective 
methods of extermination. 


MADRID. Feb. 26 (Agencies) — A U.S. 
citizen accused of illegal arms traffic and with 
former links to two ex-CIA agents who sold 
arms to Libya has been arrested in Madrid, 
police said, and the United States will ■ eek his 
extradition from Spain, a U.S. spokesman 
reported Friday. 

Police said Joseph Gregory Korkala. 41, 
was taken into custody by Spanish police two 
days ago. He was picked up at a pavilion 
showing security equipment in Madrid. 

Police said Korkala claimed tile arrest was 
a case of mistaken identity. But police said 
their records showed Korkala was convicted 
in a New York court and sentenced to 40-50 
years for arms smuggling in ease that also 
involved Frank E. Tcrpil and Edwin P. Wil- 
son. two former CIA agents widely hunted by 
American authorities for selling arms to 
Libya. 

Under Spanish law. Korkala can he held 
for 72 hours before being arraigned. But the 
U.S. Embassy spokesman said police can 
hold a suspect for 3U days once extradition 
papers are filed. 

The spokesman said a fugitive warrant was 
issued for Korkala after he was convicted on 
Nov. 19, 1981, in U.S. district court in the 
southern district of New York on charges of 
violating the Neutrality Act by selling arms to 
Uganda. 

The spokesman said Korkala was convic- 
ted on two counts of illegal arms traffic outs- 
ide the United States, one count of illegal 
arms traffic in the United Stales and one 
count of conspiracy to illegally obtain U.S. 
passports for aliens. 

Korkala fled the United States last year 
with Terpil to avoid trial on charges of attem- 
pting to sell 1 0.000 machine guns to underc- 
over agents posing as Latin American revolu- 
tionaries. 

Korkala and Terpil were both sentenced in 
absentia by a Manhattan supreme court 
judge to serve between 1 7 and 53 years for 
selling (he 10,000 British-made machine 
guns to the undercover agents. 

Both men jumped bail set at SI 00,000 
each to avoid their trial. They were last publ- 
icly seen in Beirut where they gave a televi- 
sion interview to the CBS program “60 
Minutes" in which they told of dealings with 
Idi Amin, including attending a dinner in 
which the Ugandan Feader served up the head 
of one of his opponents. According to Ter- 
pil’s wife, the two men disappeared shortly 
after the interview was broadcast. last seen in 
the company of two unknown men. 

Terpil, 42. is also wanted in Virginia on 
charges of running a guerrilla training school 
in Libya and shipping explosive devices 
there. The indictment against him and Wilson 
charged that they had recruited American 
citizens to construct explosive devices. in 
Libya and then train others.

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EEC to ratify global textile pact tab i e u ™ s 

BRUSSELS, Feb. 26 (R)— The European hedaftereight hours of talks at EEC headqu- tion from countries where labor is cheap. 
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BRUSSELS, Feb. 26 (R) — The European 
Economic Community (EEC) has accepted a 
hard-fought international textile trade pact, 
but vowed to impose harsh curbs on cheap 
clothing imports from the Third World, Brit- 
ish Secretary of State for Trade and Industry 
Peter Rees said. 

Ministers agreed to ratify the new multifi- 
ber arrangement (MFA), an accord between 
the developed and developing countries 
which governs about S80 billion worth of bus- 
iness. four fifths of the world’s trade in texti- 
les, he told reporters. 

They also gave the EEC s executive comm- 
ission the go-ahead to start what promise to 
be extremely difficult negotiations with 28 
individual Third World textile suppliers on 
the level of their sales to the community. The 
EEC has threatened to withdraw from the 
MFA and ere a its own import barriers if 
these talks do not produce results. 

The EEC textile industry, hard hit by eco- 
nomic recession and competition from chea- 
per suppliers, has asked for tough restrictions 
on low-cost imports, which it says have cau- 
sed the loss of 800,000 jobs in die last eight 
years. 

Officials said Thursday’s agreement, reac- 


hed after eight hours of talks at EEC headqu- 
arters here, went at least some of the way 
toward satisfying the industry’s demands. 

But it was unlikely to please the poor coun- 
tries, who have been pressing for much grea- 
ter access for their products to the Common 
Mar ket. 

Diplomats said the poor countries would 
be allowed to export under three percent 
more of most products to the EEC next year 
than they were in 1 982. For particularly sens- 
itive items, such as shirts and trousers, the 
increase would be kept to 1.2 percent 

Heavy suppliers — Hong Kong, Macao. 
South Korea and Taipei — would find their 
exports cut back by about 10 percent. Hong 
Kong, (he only market regarded by the EEC 
as relatively open to foreign goods, would be 
compensated with an increase in pan-work 
on basically European-made goods. 

The ministers also settled on a device to 
stop cheap suppliers from suddenly flooding 
the EEC market with goods before new bilat- 
eral pacts come into force in 1983. 

France and Italy, under heavy pressure 
from their recession-hit and shrinking dome- 
stic industry, pressed for tough hew import 
restrictions, intended to check stiff competi- 


tion from countries where labor is cheap, 
EEC sources said. 

But West Germany — a traditional oppo- 
nent of trade protectionism — urged flexibil- 
ity. The sources said the Bonn government 
was particularly concerned that the Common 
Market’s doors should be kept open for trade 
in garments which are partly made in Europe 
and shipped out to cheap-labor countries for 
finishing. This practice, known in textile 
trade jargon as ‘outward processing.' has 
proved highly lucrative for West German 
manufacturers. 

Other options included cuts in import quo- 
tas allocated to especially heavy textile sellers 
among the low-cost countries, such as Hong 
Kong, Taipei, Macao and South Korea. 

The new MFA, the third agreement of its 
kind intended as a framework for orderly 
growth in the world textile trade, was agreed 
last December is Geneva and is already in 
force, having been ratified by the United Sta- 
tes, Japan and a number of developing count- 
ries. 

Officials said the EEC would withdraw 
from the pact unless it obtained satisfactory 
bilateral agreements with the individual sup- 
pliers by the end of next September.

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Shares scandal rocks U.K. 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP) — The British 
government was accused Friday of blunder- 
ing in the stock market with taxpayers' assets 
when it sold off state-owned Amersham Inte- 
rnationa], a radiochemicals company. 

It seemed that almost everyone wanted a 
piece of the firm and there was a scramble for 
the shares when they were issued Thursday 
on the London stock exchange. Opposition 
Laborite lawmakers denounced the affair as a 
“ scandal” and said some Conservatives m ade 
money on the deal. 

Amersham International was developed 
by World War H industrial chemist Pat 
Grove, who persuaded the government to 
buy a radium refinery which had made lumi- 
nescent gunsights and aircraft dials. The firm 
is now a world leader in making radioactive 
isotopes for medicine and the nuclear indus- 
try, with 2,000 staff and foreign subsidiaries. 

When stock worth 71 million pounds (nea- 
rly $124 million) was issued for Thursday's 
sale, written applications totaled 1 .75 billion 
pounds ($3.2 bflion). 

The 45 million shares were priced at 142 
pence (26 oents) each but the price rocketed 
within seconds and soared to 190 pence ( nea- 
rly 348 cents) in frantic dealings. That meant 
the market valued the company at 95 million 
pounds (nearly $1 74 million) and 25 times as 
many shares could have been sold as were 
available. 

In the House of Commons after the sale. 
Labor Party leader Michael Foot asked 


Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher: “Don’t 
you think it is a scandal that state assets sho- 
uld be put on the market in this manner and 
sold at knockdown prices?” 

Mrs. Thatcher replied that the issue price 
was decided “on the firm advice of profes- 
sional city advisers.” The city of London is 
the capital financial district. Foot said that 
people advising the government had made 
"at least one million pounds” ($1 .83 million) 
from the sale, adding later that he was not 
accusing anyone of corruption. 

A spokesman for merchant bankers Roth- 
schilds, who advised the government, said 
Foot got his figures wrong and they bad sha- 
red fees of 310,000 pounds ( $567,300). 

The spokesman called the stock exchange 
stampede “mass hysteria,” and said the offer 
price of Amersh3m stock was generally cons- 
idered about right when it was set, but the 
demand caught everyone by surprise. 

Reg Race, a lawmaker of the opposition 
Labor Party, said in an interview with inde- 
pendent radio news that lawmakers of Mrs. 
Thatcher’s party were among those who 
made money from dealing in the Amersham 
shares “and. subsequently sold them to take 
profits.” Race did not name anyone. ’ 

Conservative lawmakers said the price was 
set low to enable members of the public to 
buy, as well as professional investors. The 
Conservative Daily Mail reported Friday that 
Mrs. Thatcher was “embarrassed” by the aff- 
air and her ministers are “unhappy” over it. 


U.S. nets %llb from tourism 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP) — For the 
first time, foreign tourists last year spent as 
much money in the United States as Ameri- 
can tourists spent abroad, undersecretary of 
Commerce Peter McCoy has said. 

And for the first time, he said Thursday the 
number of foreign visitors who stayed in this 
country for more than 24 hours — 23.2 mil- 
lion — exceeded the number of Americans 
who traveled abroad. 

McCoy told a Senate Commerce Subcom- 
mittee on Tourism that foreign tourists last 
year spent $1 1 .7 billion in the United States. 

Nevertheless, he said, the United States 
has been getting a smaller share of the world 1 s 
tourists. There also is a widening $1 .9 billion 
“travel deficit” between fares paid to foreign 
airlines and to American airlines for travel to 
and from this country, he said. Writer Her- 
man Kahn predicted that by the year 2010. 
tourism would be the biggest industry in the 
country. 


McCoy noted that American receipts from 
tourism are growing faster than the country's 
proceeds from exports, "and no other coun- 
try in the world earns more from interna- 
tional tourism than the United States.” 

There was an upsurge in travel to the Uni- 
ted States bom Mexico last year and more 
tourists from Great Britain and Venezuela, 
he said. Although the number of visitors from 
Canada declined last year, about 1 1 million 
Canadians came to the United States. A total 
of 3.8 million Mexicans spent more than 
three days in this country. 

There were 1 .3 million visitors from Bri- 
tain, 1.2 million from Japan, 700,000 from 
West Germany, 520,000 from Venezuela 
and 325,000 from France. McCoy predicted 
that Europe will become a less important 
source of tourists to the United States and 
said he expected more visitors from Latin 
America and the Far East. 


ICO rejects export quota revision

LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP) — The executive 
board of the Internationa] Coffee Organiza- 
tion Thursday rejected requests from six pro- 
ducer nations for a redistribution of their 
export quotas. 

Sfcerkn ^foosdoivjEbSalxadaru^Sftnjnj 
Nicaragua, Paraguay and Zaire — asked for a 
total of 300.000 bags of coffee' to be taken 
from their 2nd and 3rd quarters of the current 
1981-82 export quota year allocated to the 
current 2nd quarter ending March 3 1 . A bag 
holds 132.2 pounds or 60 kilos in green cof- 
fee beans. 

Most of the other producing countries, led 
by BrazO and Colombia, turned down the 
request and asked the six to come back when 
the board meets next in March. The consum- 
ers did not oppose the redistribution. 

Earlier, ICO executive director Alexander 
Beltrao announced that he had released the 
quota of coffee in accordance with a decision 
of the ICO council taken last September. This 
decision called for the release of the average 
world price of all sources rises to or above 
$1.35 a pound weight. Some 220, 030 bags of 
coffee, distributed pro rata among all the 
producers will come on the market March 1 . 

One of th reasons why Brazil and Colom- 
bia opposed the redistribution was that there 
stiD is a possibility that another one million 
bags of coffee could be released when the 
ICO composite readies or goes through the 
$1.40 a pound weight level. _ _ _ 

This, they said, would certainly depress 
prices if they were added not only to the 
11101548/$ statutory release but also have to 
compete with another 300,000 bags from the 
redistribution, were these also to put on the 
market. 

The board which began its deliberations 
Monday, mainly was called to prepare the 
ground for negotiations aimed at setting up a 
fourth world coffee pact to replace the pres- 
ent extended 3rd international coffee agree- 
ment. 


After taking a number of administrative 
decisions, the board virtually exhausted its 
agenda. But, at the request of the United 
States and West German delegations, it was 
agreed that the board should reconvehe for a 

an exchange of views on how members see * 
the next world coffee pact and hear what they 
have to say on procedural matters relating to 
its negotiation. No decisions will be taken at 
this meeting, an ICO spokesman said. 

The board decided to meet again March 
22, for a two weeks “enlarged” session at 
which any of the 73 member nations can take 
part. Its task will be to tackle the drawing up 
of a preliminary draft agreement for final 
discussion and approval by the ICO council in 
June. 

Mexico strikes 
onshore oil field 

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 26 (R) — The Mex- 
ican state oQ company, Pemex, has disco- 
vered a big new onshore oQ field containing 
light crude' of exceptional quality, a Pemex 
spokesman has said. 

He said qus new find was near other fields 
already in production in the oil-rich southern 
state of Chiapas which provides about half of 
Mexico’s 2?75 million barrels per day (BPD) - 
output. Pemex did not give an estimate of the 
size of the new field. Mexico,, the world’s 
fourth biggest oil producer, has 72 billion 
barrels of proven hydrocarbon reserves. 

It recently decided to concentrate explora- 
tion on potential onshore light oil fields rat- 
her than heavy crude deposits which are 
mainly drilled offshore. Mexico, anxious to 
maintain oil revenue during the world glut, 
plans to enrich the mix of its 1.5 million bpd 
exports to 60-40 in favor of light crude. The 
mix is now 50-50. 


Bonn, Paris to battle interest rates 


BONN, Feb. 26 (AP) — Chancellor Hel- 
mut Schmidt has said the Bonn and Paris 
governments “do not want to wait” until the 
June summit of the West’s seven leading 
economic powers for a change in American 
economic policy. 

Interviewed on West Germany television 
after a summit meeting in Paris with French 
President Francois Mitterrand, Schmidt 
repeated criticism of American economic 
policy that has driven interest rates to record 
levels in the United States and, as a result, in 
Western Europe. 

The French and West German leaders 
announced after two days of talks they would 
undertake joint initiatives to battle the high 
U.S. interest rates. 

U.S. firm defers 
buying Boeings 

NEW YORK, Feb. 26 (AFP) — American 
Airlines has postponed buying 15 Boeing 
757s at a cost of $600 million because it is 
losing money and business prospects are 
grim. .... 

The company’s spokesman, Albert Casey, 
said Friday the arfline, which announced the 
purchase last year, stfll intended to acquire 
aircraft from Boeing not until the airline 
began making a profit again. 

In the final ‘quarter of 1981, it lost 
$20,300,000. Casey said 1982 results would 
be hit by fierce rivalry on fares and the trade 
unions’ rejection of a productivity deal. 


“We do.not want to wait until the summit 
•in June ” s^id Schmidt, referring to the Paris 
summit June 4-6 that will bring together the 
leaders of the Lfoited States, Canada, Britain, 
France, West Germany, Italy and Japan for 
an annual economic meeting. 

“We have been waiting for months,” 
Schmidt said, for a change in the“ destructive" 
high interest rates. The chancellor was care- 
ful not to blame Washington directly for the 
high interest rates, but said America's current 
economic policies ‘‘lead inevitably ' to 
interest r^tes . (in Europe). That seem. too 
high." 

French Finance Minister Jacques Delors 
said earlier this month: “If no solution can be 
readied among Europe, Japan and the 
United States, or within Europe, France will 
be obliged to resort to a purely French solu- 
tion." He did not elaborate. . 

The key European complaint is that the 
high U.S. rates depress business activity and 
undermine efforts to reduce unemployment 
in the Common Market, now at a record 9-2 
percent of- the work force. ' 

The Common Market countries generally 
applaud Washington's commitment to curb 
inflation bj&control of money supply growth. 
But they argue it should give “fiscal support" 
to this policy by raising taxes to offset the 
budget deficit and thus bring down interest 
rates.

Reagan administration - to 
steady exchange rates. . * 
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LAGOS, Feb. 26 (R) — Nigeria’s latest oil 
figures released Thursday show increases in 
production and exports in December over the 
previous month. 

The Nigerian National Petroleum Corpo- 
ration (NNPC) said 55,570,688 barrels of 
crude oil were produced in December. Of 
these, all but 6,434,200 were exported. The 
figures represented an average production 
rate of 1 .79 million barrels per day (bpd) and 
an export rate of 1.59 million bpd.. 

This represented a production increase of 
13 2 percent over the preceding month wh3e 
the export increase was 24.2 percent. NNPC 
attributed the growth to the continued dem- 
and for Nigerian crude on the world market. 

There have been market rumors that Nige- 
ria has been discounting its oil from the offi- 
cial price of $36.5 a barrel. This has been 
flatly denied by authoritative oil sources in 
Lagos. The sources said that if discounted 
Nigerian oil was being marketed, it meant the 
original purchasers were selling at a loss. 

Senior oil industry sources in Lagos, howe- 
ver, believe the volume of discounted Niger- 
ian oil contradicts the official tine. 

Western oil industry sources in London say 
several OPEC (Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries) members axe discount- 
ing their oil to try to maintain sales in the 
prevailing glut, and that Nigeria has been 
under considerable buying pressure. 

Nigerian oil industry sources give January 
output as 1 .8 million bpd and say they expect 

. Foreign Exchange Rates 


Nigeria, in order to help maintain the OPEC 
price structure, to prefer a cut in production 
rather than lower its price. 

In another development on the oil front. 
Western tourists traveling in Bulgaria will 
have to buy coupons to pay for their gasoline 
from next month. 

The official BTA news agency said in Vre- 
' nna Thursday that the coupons would be the 
only means of buying gasoline in Bulgaria, 
They would cost between 60 and 75 cents a 
liter, depending on the octane of the gasoline. 

The Bulgarian move is similar to one intro- 


duced by Romania three years ago to recoup 
some of the hard currency spent on oD purch- 
ases. 

The Soviet Union is expected to cut energy 
deliveries to East bloc countries by up to 10 
percent this year because of rising prod uction 
costs in Siberia, the weakened world oil mar- 
ket and the need to divert oil to Poland to aid 
its economy, according to East European 
economic sources. BTA said East Europeans 
would be able to buy coupons in soft currency 
according to the rate of the convertible rou- 
ble. 


Tin plummets in Penang too 


KUALA LUMPUR, Feb. 26 (R) — The 
price of tin plunged to its lowest level since 
last July on the Penang tin market Friday 
following Thursday's crash on the London 
Metal Exchange (LME). 

The fall was the sharpest for a single day in 
the history of the Penang market and pushed 
the price of the metal from 33 ringgit per kg 
($14,300 tt ton) Thursday to 29.15 ringgit 
($12,700). 

The metal also continued its downward 
trend in London, falling to 7,150 sterling 
($13,010) a ton from Thursday’s 7300 sterl- 
ing ($13,450). 

Traders were baffled as to why a mystery 
buyer, who had raised prices sharply until last 
week with large purchases, had suddenly van- 
ished from the market and let the price 
slump. 

Dealers said the International Tin Coun- 


dl(lTC) bought tin in the Penang and Lon- 
don markets Friday after the meuri reached a 
level at which its buffer stock manager is req- 
uired to intervene. The International Tin 
Agreement (IT A) requires the manager to 
buy tin when the price hits a floor leye! and to 
sell when it rises to a ceiling. 

Dealers said the Penang price was preven- 
ted from falling further only by scattered ove- 
rseas, mainly Japanese, and Local buying. 

Meanwhile, Thailand, the world’s third 
largest tin exporter, is likely to back Malay- 
sia’s effort to form a tin cartel, a spokesman 
for the industry ministry said Friday. 

The spokesman quoted Thai Industry Min- 
ister Chatichai Cbooohavan as saying that he 
agreed with the general principle of forming 
an association of tin producing countries 
aimed at protecting their interests.

GENEVA, Feb. 26 (R) — The Interna- 
tional Air Transport Association (IATA) 
ended 10-day talks Friday by extending 
recently-agreed trans-Atlantic fare increases 
to several more European countries.

Brooklyn barge 
explosion kills 1 

NEW YORK, Feb 26 (AP) — A fiery exp- 
losion erupted in an oil barge plying the East 
River off Brooklyn Friday, killing at least one 
man as it blew several people into the water, 
trapped others in 4 the bow and tossed metal 
into the air “ like artillery shells,'’ officials and 
witnesses said. 

The blast occurred at about 9.40 a.m. near 
the Williamsburg Bridge between Lower 
Manhattan and Brooklyn, several miles south 
of the U.N. headquarters. 

Arthur Manfredi, a fire spokesman, said 
one member of the baige crew was found 
dead in the wheelhouse. About an hour after 
the blast, the fire department said three men 
were unaccounted for. The Coast Guard said 
it had counted eight people rescued. 

The fire department said the vessel's skip- 
per and one crewman were taken to Bellevue 
Hospital. Their conditions were not known 
immediately.

LONDON, Feb. 26 (AFP) — OPEC coun- 
tries which are short of foreign currency, inc- 
luding Iran, Iraq and Libya, are selling gold 
or want to raise loans against gold holdings, 
the Financial Times reported Friday. 

These sales are in addition to sales by the 
world's two biggest gold producers — the 
Soviet Union and South Africa which are also 
short of currency. These moves are believed 
to explain the crash in the gold price. 

The price of gold has fallen this week to 
about $360 an ounce for tbe first time in two 
and a half years. It is now at its lowest level 
since the seizure of the American hostages in 
Iran and the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan which pushed the price up to $890 an 
ounce. 

The recent price slump has occurred desp- 
ite lower U.S. interest rates which could nor- 
mally be expected to increase demand. 

In recent years several members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Count- 
ries (OPEC), including Indonesia and Libya, 
spent a large part of their surplus oil revenue 
on gold, while other producers such as Kuw- 
ait chose to invest in property or in the shares 


of American, European and Japanese comp- 
anies. 

But the slump in the world oil market, 
which has driven down prices and caused 
producers to cut back output, means that 
OPEC revenue is sharply down. As a group, 
the OPEC countries are now believed to be 
running an overall balance of payments defi- 
cit. They are certainly in deficit if Saudi Ara- 
bia is excluded. Even Kuwait, which used to 
be one of the richest OPEC countries, is now 
having to sell stock. 

But the countries worst hit are unquestion- 
ably Iran and Iraq which are suffering econ- 
omically from the 19th month-old war. 

The Financial Times said that before the 
war began, Iran had stored between 60 and 
90 tons of gold in Europe, of which 35 tons 
are believed to have been used in collateral 
deals and the rest is being sold, the paper said. 

The Financial Times said that Iran was bel- 
ieved to have at least 200 tons of gold on its 
own territory, but that it would not sell this 
last reserve unless all other channels of 
finance were blocked. 


Dollar surges as gold slides 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP) — The dollar 
rose against most major currencies in early 
trading Friday. Gold prices opened lower and 
were little changed in later deals. 

The dollar's continuing firm trend followed 
rises Thursday amid indications of joint 
French-German action to counter high U.S. 
interest rates. 

In Tokyo, where trading ends before it beg- 
ins in Europe, the dollar eased for the first 
time in four days to close at 235.20 yen, marg- 
inally lower than Thursday's 235.75 yen. But 
the U.S. currency finished the week 1 .60 yen 
higher than last Friday. 

The dollar opened at 236.60 yen and clim- 
bed steadily to 237.55 yen in the morning, 
market sources said, but eased in the after- 
noon. 

Sources said the Bank of Japan apparently 
intervened in the market to stem the rise of 
the doDar. The amount of intervention, how- 
ever, was not known. 

In London, the dollar finned against the 


British pound, which cost SI. 81 87 in early 
trading, compared with $1.8327 at the close 
Thursday.

giog and protecting mutual investments by 
citizens and companies, guaranteeing losses 
resulting from unusual circumstances, insur- 
ance, and guaranteeing freedom of invest- 
ment and repatriation of profit.”

Sultanate of Oman and the state of Qatar. At 
a press conference here Monday night, Hurd 
said Britain would “intervene" in the Gulf 
area if there were “specific requests" from 
governments in the region. He said the Soviet 
Union posed a threat in the Gulf and that 
there was no imminent end for the 17- 
month-old Iran-Iraq war. 

Hurd met Thursday in Sanaa, North 
Yemen’s capital, with Yemen’s two Vice Pre- 
sidents Abdul- Aziz Abdui-Ghani and Judge 
Abdul-Karira Al-Orshi and with Prime Mini- 
ster Abdul-Karira lriani.

TOKYO, Feb. 26 (AP) — It looks like 
1982 will be a good year for Japanese and 
foreign professional golfers, with 60 tourna- 
ments offering a record prize money of 
$6,597,217, the Japan Professional Golf 
Association (JPGA) said Friday. 

The prize money represents an increase of 
$926,343 over last season's record. The rich- 
est tournament is the U.S. -Japan profes- 
sional golf match Nov. 4-7 with a total purse 
of $440,000 an increase of $272,727 from 
the previous year. 

. The four-day tournament, specially recog- 
nized by the Tournament Players Association 
(TPA) and the Japan Professional Golf Ass- 
ociation (JPGA), is the world's second rich- 
est event after the $500,000 Tournament 
Players Championship at Shcuyned golf club 
in Florida. 

Each player of the winning eight-roan team 
will receive $30,000, while the losing, side 
players get $20,000 each. The top individual 
prize is $20,000. The annual event is sponso- 


red by the Asahi Broadcasting Corporation 
and supported by the AsahiShimlnm (newsp- 
aper). 

Other big tournaments include the 
$392,000 Dunlop Phoenix Nov. 18-21, the 
$305,000 Chunichi Crown April 29-May 2, 
the $287,000 Toshiba Taiheiyo Masters Nov. 
11-14 and the $283,000 Casio World Nov. 
25-28. 

The rich tournaments are concentrated in 
the period between October and November 
so that a large number of players on the Ame- 
rican and European tours can be invited to 
play. The Japanese golf season opens with the 
$136,000 Shizuoka Open March 18-21. 

Meanwhile, the 1982 Japanese Ladies Pro- 
fessional tour comprising 38 tournaments 
worth more than $2,500,000 in prize money 
begins March 6 with two rounds of the Okin- 
awa ladies. The women's richest tournament 
is the $200,000 Mazda Japan Classic Nov.

Ken Hiscoe the best ‘boast’ in squash

D HAH RAN, Feb. 26 — A world-famous 
squash pro jetted into Dhahran for the day 
last Sanirday. Ken Hiscoe —or 'Mr. Squash, 1 
as thousands worldwide call the big Austral- 
ian — won an exhibition match played at the 
UPM courts in Dhahran against the reigning 
champion m this country, Mustaplia Hussein. 

After a slow start, Hiscoe moved to win 
comfortably 5-9, 9-6, 9-4 in a 3-game match, 
which the audience of enthusiasts from the 
Eastern Province Squash League wished was 
longer. At 45. Hiscoe is still very fit. vigorous 
and aggressive. 

Earlier in the day, Hiscoe, whose visit was 
sponsored by UPM, coached the varsity’s 
physical education faculty, who should pass 
on his tips to the University's Orientation 
students, all of whom fake a two-week intro- 
ductory course in the game. 

Hiscoe told Arab News, "Coaching new 
areas can only be a starter of creating some 
interest.” The champ, who retired from com- 
petitive squash in 1978 to devote himself to 
junior coaching, has sparked that interest in 
bis native Australia and far afield. 

In Sydney, where he has his own squash 
center, the boom is such that every Saturday 
morning no less than 2,500 youngsters arc 
out on the courts. Hiscoe has played exhibi- 
tion matches in cosmopolitan Singapore and 
in remote New Guinea. 


In his coaching, Hiscoe emphasizes mast- 
ery of shots, rather than mere fitness. He 
came to Dhahran from Bahrain, where for

two days he coached and played the top ten 
players one after the other, clicking off wins 
like clockwork. 

Chainnan of the UPM Squash Group, Kim 
Eeles, who persuaded Hiscoe to visit Dhah- 
ran, said that "When you’re getting a sport 


established in a country where it is little 
known, you need to get the top people.” 

In the late 60’s and early 70’s, Hiscoe was 
one of the world’s top three players, excelled 
only by Hunt and Barrington. “Of all my 
opponents,” once remarked Barrington, 
"Ken Hiscoe has returned the pressure more 
than anyone else.” Geoff Hunt, who just lost 
his seven-year-hold on the world title had a 
similar regard for Hiscoe as a rival: 

“Of the Australians, Hiscoe has always 
been one of the most attractive to watch. He 
plays a forcing game, volleys well, and is very 
dangerous in the front of the court.” 

At 5 foot 1 0. Hiscoe is a big man in squash, 
and a powerful volleyer. Eeles claimed His- 
coe "could play the boast from the back of 
the court better than any other squash pla- 
yer.” Hiscoe' s speciality is the crosscourt vol- 
ley into the nick. In Dhahran, Hiscoe compa- 
red squash to the more sedentary game of 
chess; in both games control of the center of 
foe court of board is the key to victory. 

Hiscoe has supported the controversial 
lowering of the tin, arguing that .. it will lead 
to more exciting tallies and hence better TV 
coverage for a sport which rarely appears on 
the tube. 

Tbe next big date for squash enthusiasts in 
the country is the April 22 Kingdomwide Inv- 
itation Masters Squash Tournament sponso- 
red by British Airways, when Mustapha Hus- 
sein, strengthened perhaps with a few tips 
from ‘Mr. Squash’ himself, will try and prot- 
ect his crown.

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Revelation shocks NATO 


Soviets beatU.S.in space arms 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 20 (R) — The United 
States has told its NATO allies in a confiden- 
tial briefing that the Soviet Union is ahead in 
some key aspects of the U.S.-Soviet space 
arms race, diplomatic sources said. 

“It came as quite a shock to many Euro- 
pean participants to realize that space war 
capabilities were not 21st century science fic- 
tion but present-day preoccupations,” a dipl- 
omat said. 

North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NA- 
TO) officials would not even acknowledge 
that the briefing, which the sources said touc- 
hed on killer satellites and mid-course gui- 
dance for ballistic missiles, took place last 
week. 

The Western alliance as such is not directly 
involved in the U.S.-Soviet space arms race 
although NATO has three communication 
satellites in synchronous orbit over the Atlan- 
tic. They are part of NATO's integrated 
communications system linking member 
nations and NATO military authorities using 
ground stations in 1 2 countries. 

The briefing was given to explain to the 
NATO allies why Washington felt it could 
not go ahead at the moment with a draft 
United Nations treaty on the peaceful use of 
outer space, the sources said. 

The main U.S. preoccupation is that the 


Soviet Union already has satellites capable of 
giving en route navigation data for space, air 
and sea craft. Such satellites allow mid- 
course guidance to rectify the flight path of 
ballistic missiles. They also allow Soviet 
long-range bombers to fly without having to 
keep in radio contact with the ground, so 
making tracking them more difficult, they 
said. 

The United States is developing something 
similar — the so-called Navstar system — 
which will give three -dirnesnional accuracy 
with a margin, of error of less than 10 meters 
for military purposes. This would be espe- 
cially use fid for nuclear submarines deep 
underwater. The system will consist of 24 
satellites which are expected to be in orbit 
and operational In the mid-1980s, they said. 

On the other hand, the United States said it 
was ahead in early warning and reconnaissa- 
nce satellites, the sources said. Hundreds of 
military satellites are now in orbit, either rec- 
onnaissance, electronic, communications, 
weather or early warning craft, which form an 
important part of the superpowers' strategic 
systems. 

Aware since 1977 of a potential Soviet 
anti-satellite military capacity, the United 
States is looking at ways of countering it, 
either with “hunter killer” satellites or by 


Vorster backs rebellion 
against S. Africa premier 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa, Feb. 
26 (AP) — The fight within the ruling 
National Party over limited racial reform sha- 
rpened Friday after former leader John Vors- 
ter endorsed a conservative rebellion against 
Prime Minister P.W.. Botha’s call to give 
some non-whites a voice in government. 

Vorster. former prime minister and state 
president, said Thursday night he opposed 
Botha's idea of “healthy power-sharing” 
with Indians and coloreds (persons of mixed 
race). Botha's proposal would not affect 
South Africa’s black majority and has not 
been spelled out in detail, pending the report 
of a constitutional commission expected wit- 


* Refugee kids ’ 
pose problems 
in Texas homes 


DALLAS. Texas. Feb. 26 (AFP) — Social 
workers are seriously concerned by the dra- 
matic rise in children being put into care by 
unemployed parents no longer able to prov- 
ide food or housing in Texas, once considred 
the golden land of opportunity. 

The majority of the children come from 
families which emigrated from the 
reccssion-bit industrial states of the north 
and middJewest in recent months. Believing 
the myth of easy-to-find good jobs, they only 
found themselves facing an economic go- 
slow. 

Local charity organizations and the city's 
four main orphanages concur that admission 
demands for non-orphaned children have 
doubled or tripled recently, particularly in 
January, when the intense cold wave that 
swept the country arrived as far south of 
Texas. 

Norman Lockett, director of the Buckner 
Orphanage, where a 300-bed emergency 
center was opened last month, said parents 
called to say they could not feed their child- 
ren. “If my child had roof, I might be able to 
manage.” was the most frequent plea. 

Explaining that some children are psychol- 
ogically traumatized, Lockett added that “t- 
hey refused to put out lights at night. They are 
afraid of finding someone in their closets. 
They cry non-stop.” Orphanage director 
Sharoc Whitaker said: "Their children bec- 
ome ill. they cannot find work, they are no 
longer accepted in the Salvation Army cent- 
ers — so they call us.” 

Many of these new-style refugees live in 
caravans with neither heating nor water on 
the outskirts of the largeT cities. One mother 
of five tells of their tent life in suburban Dal- 
las.

Botha's 
supporters in the Transvaal region, the heart- 
land of the Dutch-descended Afrikaner 
community that controls the National Party, 
planned an executive meeting Friday to try to 
prevent a Treumicht takeover. 

Treumicht objected to Botha’s endorse- 
ment of an undefined political role for color- 
eds and Indians, who make up 3.5 million of 
South Africa's 25 .5 million population. 

Vorster, prime minister from 1966 to 1978 
before becoming state president, said be 
could “find no fault with the motivation as 
well as the action of Dr. Treumicht and the 
MPs who voted with him.” 

The 66-year-old politician added: “I also 
support wholeheartedly their rejection of 
power-sharing in whatever form.” 

Botha, in Windhoek, Southwest Africa 
(also known as Namibia) for talks on indepe- 
ndence for the. territory, responded: "I have 
no comment to make on statement by former 
st3te presidents.” 

Several influential cabinet members, 
among the 100 legislators who backed Botha 
in the party Caucus, rallied behind the prime 
minister. Ben Schoeman, leader of the House 
of Assembly, said of Vosrster: "We have long 
since not sat at the same fireside. What he 
says is of no consequence and of no interest to 
me.” 

In 1977. Vorster led the National Party to 
its greatest election majority in history. Wit- 
hin months he was accused by a government 
commission of a major role in carrying out 
and then covering up the “ Infogate" scandal. 

The commission said government officials 
had conducted a secret propaganda campaign 
at a cost of $70 million to improve South 
Africa* s image and influence newspapers and 
politicians abroad. 

Vorster resigned as prime minister in 1978, 
pleading ill health, and then served for eight 
months as the largely ceremonial state presi- 
dent until the scandal pushed him from the 
post.

WARSAW, Feb. 26 (Agencies) — The 
first meeting of Poland’s Communist Party 
central committee under martial law has 
ended with calls for party unity. Marxist ort- 
hodoxy and warnings to opponents of the 
system. 

The official news agency PAP said the 
committee unanimously adopted a resolution 
on “ tasks in the current socio-political situa- . 
tion” Thursday night at the end of two days of 
debates in which 60 speakers took the floor. 
Speeches were dominated by demands that 
there should be no return to the 16-month 
Solidarity period which was halted on Dec. 
13 when the military took power and clam- 
ped the country under martial law. 

PAP reported that the committee had elec- 
ted two new alternate members to the ruling 
Politburo, Interior Minister Czeslaw Kiszc- 
zak and a senior party functionary, Marian 
Wozniak. Three members were dropped 
from the committee, one at his own request, 
the agency said. 

Meanwhile, Poland's parliament opened a 
two-day session Friday devoted to economic 
reforms and discussion of a state tribunal 
which may judge the wrongdoing of former 
party and state leaders blamed for leading the . 


Mugabe says 

Nkomo may be prosecuted 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Robert Mugabe of Zimbabwe said Thurs- 
day that his ousted junior coalition partner, 
Joshua Nkomo, may be prosecuted on char- 
ges of trying to take over the government. 

Mugabe's remarks to British Broadcasting 
Corp. journalists in the Zimbabwean capital, 
Salisbury, were broadcast in London. 

Nkomo, head of the minority Zimbabwe 
African Peoples’ Union, was fired from the 
22-month -old coalition government along 
with three other ZAPU ministers last week 
after caches of aims were found on farms 
belonging to him and his party . He has denied 
knowledge of the weapons and has also den- 
ied that he is plotting a coup. 

Mugabe, who leads the Zimbabwe African 
National Union, said in a BBC television int- 
e^vi*’■'. , that he would recommend prosecu- 
tion “if evidence is forthcoming and we can 


prove that Nkomo was associated” with the 
arms caches. 

“There will not be civil war if a person has 
committed a crime and is prosecuted,” Mug- 
abe said. “I do not see the public supporting 
him.” 

In Zimbabwe, Mugabe’s security chief told 
reporters that the government bad found four 
more arms caches this week on Hamilton 
farm, a Nkomo property 50 kms southwest of 
the midlands town of Gwelo. 

Minister of state Emmerson Munangagwa 
said the four caches contained enough arms 
to equip two battalions. 

The latest find included eight Soviet-made 
ground-to-air missiles. 240 AK-47 automatic 
assault rifles. 20 land mines, 15 light 
machine-guns. 10 rocket-propelled grenade 
launchers with 200 shells and 300,000 rounds . 
of ammunition, authorities said. 


Son Sann agrees to visit Peking 


PEKING, Feb. 26 (R) — Former Kampu- 
chean Prime Minister Son Sann, so far absent 
from talks here on the formation of a coali- 
tion to resist the Vietnamese occupation of 
Kampuchea, has said he will visit Peking and, 
if necessary, meet Khmer Rouge leader 
Khieu Samphan. 

In a telegram from Paris to former Kampu- 
chean bead of state Prince Norodom Sihan- 
ouk, he said he would meet Chinese officials 
and the prince but gave no indication when be 
would arrive, the prince’s office said. 

The three leaders among them control the 
main Kampuchean resistance groups, and in 
talks here this week Prince Sihanouk and 
Samphan reached agreement on several que- 
stions concerning an anti- Vietnamese coali- 
tion. 

But Sann, who has never hidden his distr- 
ust of the Marxist, Peking-backed Khmer 


Rouge, and has previously shied away from 
meeting Samphan, said he did not want to be 
involved in the Sihanonk-Samphan meeting. 

A Chinese Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said that according to information given to 
the Chinese Embassy in Paris by Sana’s assis- 
tant, it was unlikely he would arrive here 
before early March. China officially said Fri- 
day it wished Sann would visit Peking early, 
but did not expect him to join the coalition 
soon. 

Diplomatic sources said this statement was 
probably intended to put China’s position on 
record and to show Peking could not be bla- 
med for Sana's continued reluctance. 

They said San was possibly very suspicious 
of Peking as a venue, given China's strong 
support for the Khmer Rouge. China's Vice 
Chairman Deng Xiaoping said earlier this 
week he hoped the resistance groups would 
unite as soon as possible. 


Mitterrand, Spadolini begin talks 


ROME. Feb. 26 (R) — Italian Prime Mini- 
ster Giovanni Spadolini and French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand Friday opened a 
day of intensive Italian-French consultations 
with a broad review of worid problems inclu- 
ding El Salvador, French officials said. 

The two men held an hour of talks at the 
prime minister’s official palace and were then 
joined by foreign ministers Emilio Colombo 
and Claude Cbeysson. Meanwhile 13 other 
ministers of the two government held sepa- 
rate talks on a range of economic issues. 

French officials said President Mitterr- 
and's talks with Spadolini had begun in an 
excellent atmosphere, adding that a once- 
sharp divergence of views on El Salvador had 
recently narrowed. 


Last year France expressed moral support 
fox foe leftist anti-government rebels in El 
Salvador. The Italian government had leaned 
toward the government of President Juan 
Napoleon Duarte but Thursday night foe five 
ruling parties stressed their neutrality on the 
issue. 

On Saturday, the French president wfll 
meet party leaders including Socialist Party 
Secretary Bettino Cnod and Enrico Beriing- 
uer, secretary of the Italian Communist 
Party. His talks with the two men will be 
followed closely by Italian political commen- 
tators because Mitterrand shares power with 
the French Communist Party and there are 
indications of a similar potential coalition in 
Italy.

VIENNA, Feb. 26 (R) — The director 
general of the International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA) said Friday it suffered from 
Staff shortages and inherent limitations in its 
safeguards against diversion of nuclear mat- 
erials to military use. 

The agency could not give a complete pict- 
ure of nuclear activities in Pakistan, India, 
Israel and South Africa which , as non- 
signatories of the 1968 Non-Proliferation 
Treaty, had facilities closed to IAEA inspec- 
tions, Hans Blix told a news conference. 

The Vienna-based body bad no compe- 
tence to solve political issues, but had to carry 
out its technical mandate as effectively as 
possible, Blix said. 

For this, it had to improve te chnical meth- 
ods and increase foe number of inspectors. 
Last year, only half of the required inspec- 
tions were carried out due to staff shortage, 
be added. 
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
